In the Caſe now before us, 
it was ſtill more fatal, by adding a violent and 
ignominious Death. Fohn Turner was the 
Son of a Perſon in tolerable Circumſtances 
in the County of Cornwall, where he received 
an Education proper for that Condition of 
Life in which he was likely to paſs thro* the 
World. His Father was a Man of good Senſe, 
and of a Behaviour much more curteous and 
genteel than is uſual among Perſons ef ordi- 
nary Condition, in a County ſo remote from 
London; he was extremely deſirous that his 
Son ſhould in this reſpect be like him, and 
therefore continually caution'd him of falling 
into that rough boariſh manner of behaving, 
which is natural to uneducated Clowns, 
and makes them "ſhocking to every Body 
but themſelves; 7ohn was very compliant 
in this Reſpect with his Father's (Temper, 
aànd being put out Apprentice to a Peruke- 
- .\ Maker , his obliging Carriage endeared him 
10 much, not only to his Maſter and the Fa- 
mily, but alſo to the Gentlemen on whom 
as Cuſtomers to the Shop he ſometimes wait- 
ed, that they took peculiar liking to the *

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Jonx TURNEN, Oc. 3 
and were eontinually giving him Money, as 
a Reward for his Diligence and Aſſiduity; 
but Foby's obliging {Temper taak a Turn 


very fatal to himſelf as well as very little 


ſuſpected by his Friends and Relations; for 


having been made uſe of by ſome young Sparks 


at Exeter, the Place where he ſerv'd his 


Time, to carry Meſſages to their Miſtreſſes, 
he from thence conceived ſo ſtrong an In- 
clination to become à Bear and a Gallant, 
that in Order to it he broke open his Ma- 
ſter's Eſcrutore, and took away a conſide- 


rable Sum of Money, with which he came 


up to London, and went to live as a Journey- 


man with an eminent Peruke- Maker at the 
Court End of the Town; here his eaſy and 
obſequious Temper made him very agree- 


able to every Body, and his Behaviour was 
ſo juſt and open, that no- body had a better 


Character in the Neighbourhood than him- 


ſelf; yet he was far from giving over thoſe 
Extravagancies, the earne 
mitting which, had brought hini up to 


Deſire of com- 


Town; for no- body in his Station made ſo 
handſome a Figure as Mr. Turner. His A- 
mours with the Venches in the Neighbour- 


hood were very numerous, . tho? out of à 
Point of Honour, he was careful enough in 
endeavouring to conceal them; but as they 
naturally lead him into an expenſive Way of 
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Living; which -what he got by his Trade 
2 in no ws s ap Tt, he found him- 
TT to take new Methods, 

t INE conciſe and convenient 
rs going — Road, which he did for 
ſome time, Without the leaſt Suſpicion, be- 
having himſelf towards thoſe whom be rob- 
ved wirh ſuch Gentleneſs and good Manners, 
Putting his Hat into the Coach, taking what 
Money they thought fit to give him; nay, 
Lometimes returning a Fart of that, if the 
Dreſs or Aſpect of the Perſon gave him 
room to ſuſpect, that their Wants were as 
great as his; from bich extraordinary Con- 
duct he obtained the Name of Civil Fobn, 
by: which he was very well known to the 
Stage · Coachmen, Waggoners, and other ſuch 
Perſons, who travelled the Meſtern Road. 
Common Fame which ordinarily Multiplies 
the Adventures of Men of his Profeſſion, had 
circulated a Multitude of Stories about him, 
which had. not the leaſt Foundation in Fact, 
and ſerved only to make the poor Man pus 
Remarkable, and conſequently the more uy 
to be taken, which was accordingly the 


fect of thole fooliſh brine, which the 
Vulgar beſtowed upon ſo genteel a Robber, 
and in about ſix Weeks after he had taken 
this unfortunate Courſe of Life; and yet 


preſeryved an unſtain'd Reputation in the 
Neigh- 
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Neighbourhood where he liv'd, he was ap- 


prehended for a Robbery committed on one 


Mr. Air, from whom he took but an incon- 


ſiderable Sum; yet the Fact being clearly 
prov'd againſt him at the next Sons at the 
Ola- Bailey, he was convicted, and having no 
Relations capable of making Intereſt ſuffici- 
ent to obtain a Reprieve, he loſt all hopes of 
Life. Under Sentence he conducted himſelf 
with much Calmneſs, Penitence and Reſig- 
nation; confeſſing the Truth of that Charge 
which had been laid againſt him, acknow- 
ledging the Juſtice of the Law in this Sen- 
tence, and pode himſelf to ſubmit to it 
with much Chearfulneſs and Alacrity. This 
great Change in his Circumſtance, and man- 


ner of Living, added to his own uneaſy Re- 
flections on thoſe Misfortunes, ihto which © * 


Vanity and Oftentation had” brought him, 


ſoon reduę d him by Sickneſs to 1d, weak a 
State, tie was incapable almoſt of com- 
ing to del alone; notwithſtanding which 


he continued to frequent it, ſomè of the Pev- 
ple about the Priſon being fo kind as tò help 


him up Stairs. As his Vices aroſe rather 


from the Imitation of thoſe fine Gentlemen, 
on whom he had waited while a Lad, fo he 
did carry them to that height which moſt of 
theſe unhappy Perſons are wont to do; on 
the contrary he was very ſober, little addic- 
Wh B 3 ted 
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tet! to Ga ming q and never followed the com- 
mon omen of the Tum; but Dreſs, Dan- 
_ <ing-Bouts, and the neceſſary Entertainments 
for carrying on his Amours, were the Follies 
which involved him in thoſe Expences, for 
the Supply which he thus hazarded his Soul 
and forfeited his Life. When the Dead Mar- 

rant came down, his Sickneſs had brought 
him ſo low, that Nature ſeemed inclin'd to 
ſuperceed the Severity of the Law; but the 
ſhort Time which intervened between it 
and its Execution prevented her, and ſo he 
came to ſuffer at burn a violent Death, a 
ay or two before perhaps, he would other- 
wiſe have yielded up his Breath in his Bed. 
Little could be expected from a Perſon in 
his weak Condition at the Place of Executi- 
on, where when he arrived he was utterly 
unable to ſtand up. However, with a fairit 
Voice, he deſired the Prayers both of the 
Miniſter who attended them, and of the 
Spectators of his Execution, which happen'd 
on the 2oth of November 172, in the 26th 
Year of his Age,

HERE is no Plea. fo often. 
== urzed in excuſe of taking baſe 
TU Meaſures to procure Money, as 
LINES Neceſſity, and the Deſire o 
Sky providing for a Family, other» 
wiſe in danger of Want. The 
Reaſon of this is pretty evident, becauſe. no- 
thing could be a greater Alleviation of ſuch 
a Crime. But the Word Neceſſity is ſo e- 
quivocal, that it is hard to fix its true Mean- 
ing, and unleſs that could be done, it will 
be as hard to judge of the Reaſonableneſs 
of ſuch an Excuſe, Jobn Jobnſon the Cri- 
minal; on whoſe Life we are next to caſt an 
Eye, was born of a very honeſt and reputable 
Family in the County of Nottingham, and re- 
ceived in his Youth the beſt Education they 
were capable of giving him, by which he 
became enabled to read tolerably, and write 
well enough for that Buſineſs to which he 
was bred, viz, a Taylor. Throughout his: 
Apprenticeſhip he behaved himſelf virtuouſſy 
and induſtriouſly, and left his Maſter with 
„„ B 4 -* _ Wap 
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the Character of a faithful and deſerving 
oung Man. When his Time was out, and 
be had wrought Tor ſome time as a Journey- 
man in the Country, the common Humours_ 
of coming up to Londen ſeized him, and af- 
ter he had ſpent ſometime in Town in work- 
ing bard at his Trade; he married 4 Wife 
with whom he liv'd in good Correſpondence 
for many Years, with. the Eſteem and Re- 
ſpect of all who knew him. But his Family 
encreaſing, and he conſequently finding the 
Charge of maintaining them riſe higher than 
formerly; and what was worſe, that all he 
was capable of doing could not maintain 
them, he grew very melancholy, and after 
conſidering on ſeveral-Froje 100 ff Weng ir- 
Circumſtances more eaſy, he at laſt pitched * 
upon going down into Lincolnſhire, as a 
Place where the Cheapneſs of Proviſions 
might balance the Number of Mouths he 
had to feed; but he had not been long there 
before he diſcover'd his Miſtake, and that 
the Smallneſs of Wages made every thing 
rather dearer than cheaper, which .plung'd 
him into new Difficulties, and rendered him 
incapable of Eaſe or Satisfaction. While his 
Wits were thus on the Rack, and his Inven- 
tion ſtretched to the uttermoſt, in order to 
find out ſome means or other to recruit his 
Pockets, he unfortunately fell into the Com- 
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pany of a Man, who under the Pretence of 
being his moſt zealous Friend, became, 
though perhaps unwillingly, the Inſtrument 
of his utter Ruin; for he appearing ever 
diſconſolated and melancholy, gave the 
Countryman an Opportunity of pry ing into 
the Cauſe of his Concern, which he ſoon. diſ- 
covered to be the Narrowneſs of his Cir- 
cumſtances. As we naturally find caſe in 
communicating our Afffictions to- others, fo. 
Jobnſon was ready enough to inform him of 
the Truth of his Affairs, and the Man no leſs 
aſſiduous in endeavouring to help him out 
of thoſe Straits into which he was fallen. 
At laſt his Lincolnſhire Acquaintance told him 
there was but one Way of recovering his 
Misfortunes, and living like a Man, without 
Labour, a Thing to which Johaſon began. 
now to have a great Averſion, and there- 
fore eagerly deſired to be acquainted with 
this delightful way of going on. His Aſo- 
ciate. told him with a grave Face, that what 
he was about to propoſe could not be effected 
without ſome Reſque, but that a Man could 
not expect to live without Trouble or with- 
out Hazard. Jobnſon ſaid it was true, and 
deſired only to be informed wherein the Ha- 
zard conſiſted, and he would make no 
Scruple of running it, for he wanted Cou- 
rage as little as any; Man, upon which his 
=] N beaizl esu 2d Br22 Com- 
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Companion opened to him his whole Scheme, 
CRE en i # Method of counterfeit- 
ing the Ser Coin to a tolerable degree of 
Likeneſs. Jobnſon was eaſily drawn in, for 
he thought there could be no ſpeedier way 
of getting Money than making it. His 
Country Fiend helped him to the neceſſary 
Implements , and mow applied himfelf 
with ſuch Ear neſtnei to his new Occupation, 
that in a very ſhort Time he greatly out did 
his Maſter, giving the falſe Money he made 
10 perfect a Similitude to the Species for 
which he made it, that it was impoſſible to 

_ diſtinguiſh it by the Eye; but thinking it 
much more hazardous to attempt putting off 
in the Country than it would be in Lon- 
don; and his Fellow Labourer being of the 
fame Opinion; they firſt went to work, and 
coined a conſiderable Sum according to their 
Method, and then came up to difpoſe of it, 

as Fchyſon had propeſed. By this time Miſ- 
ſortune and Remorſe had taught the poor 

Man (whoſe Life we are writing) to addict 
himſelf too much to drinking, eſpecially to 
ſtrong Liquors, ſo that the firſt Experiment 
he made of the Practibility of getting rid of 
his falſe Money, was in putting off two Six- 
pences to a Diſtiller for Gin, in which he ſuc- 
ceed without being ſuſpected, but going to 

aa Shoe-Maker's, and buying there a ready 
made Pair of Shoes, he was ſeized for at- 

| tempt - 
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tempting to pay the Man with two bad h, 
Growns, which though they looked pretty: 
well to the Eye, were nevertheleſs too 
light when they came to be weigh'd 2 
the Mettal that was intended they 7. 
paſs for. When carried before a Fuſtice his. 
Heart ſoon failed him, and he diſcovered al- 
moſt as ſoon as he was asK'd, the whole 
Truth of the Matter, impeaching both the 
Countryman who taught him, and a Perſon. 
with whom they had truſted the Secret here in 
Town. However, his Confeſſion was of little 
Benefit to him, for at the next Seſſions he 
was capitally convicted, and from thence 
forward caſt off all Hopes of Life. As he 
was a Man who did not want good natural 
Parts, he endeavoured during the ſhort Time 
he had to live, to make his Prayer to Gd for 
the Forgiveneſs of the many Errors of his 
Life; attending alſo. conſtantly at the Times 
of publick Devotion ;- yet all this, he 
could not be perſuaded that there was any 
great Degree of Guilt in what he had done ; 
but imagined on the contrary, that he was 
much more innocent than his Fellow Male- 
factors; regreting however, the heavy Miſ- 
fortunes he had brought upon himſelf and 
Family ; two of his Children dying durin 
the Time of his Impriſonment, and his Wite 
and third Child coming upon the Pariſh ; ru

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which Sentiments he continued till the Day 
of his Execution, which was on the ſame 
with the before mentioned oh» Turner, this

MONGS I the many Artifi- 
ces by which Vice covers it 
mags ſelf from our Apprehenſion, 
„there is no Method which it 
more commonly takes, and yet 
better ſucceeds in, than by put- 
ting on a Mask of Virtue, and thereby im- 
poſing the moſt flagitious Actions upon us 
as Things indifferent, ſometimes as Things 
which may gain us Applauſe: This was ex- 
actly the Caſe of the Perſons, whoſe Lives 
we are now about to write, who wers all of 
them young Men of tolerable Education un- 
till giving way to their vicious Inclinations, 
aſſociated themſelves together for the better 
carrying on thoſe evil Practices, by T 
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ey ſupported their Extravagancies,” into 
i lewd Women eſpecially had betray d 
them. James Sherwood who was the eldeſt 
of them, and alſo went by the Name of 
Hobbs, was the Son of but mean Parents, 
who however took all the Pains that was in 
their Power to educate him in the beſt man- 
ner they were able. When he grew up they 
put him out Apprentice to a Waterman, 
with whom he ſerved his Time, and was af- 
wards a Seaman in a Man of War. When 
at Home he ſpent his Time in the worſt 
Company imaginable, v:Zz. idle young Men, 
and lewd infamous Women. As he had na- 
turally a good Underſtanding and quick Ap- 
prehenſion, he quickly became adroit in e- 
very Myſtery of Wickedneſs to which he 
addicted himſelf. However, Juſtice ſoon 
overtook him and his firſt Companions in 
Wickedneſs; upon which he turn'd Evi- 
dence, and ſaved his own Life by facrificing 
theirs. -However he was tranſported- ſoon 
afterwards, and upon his finding it difficult 
to live abroad without working, a Thing for 
which he had an intolerable Averſion,; he 
took the firſt Opportunity which offered of 
returning Home again; and when he re- 
turn'd, fell to his old Practices, taking up 
his Lodgings at the Houſe of one. Sarah 
Payne, a moſt infamous Woman, capable:

or to ſecure herſelf. By hers and Sherwood's 
means, George'}/cedon was drawn in, who was | 
4 young Man of very reputable Parents, and 
who had been brought up with the greateſt 
Care in the Principles of Virtue and true 
Religion. It ſeems however, that having 
contracted an Acquaintance with a lewd 
and artful Woman, who drew him in to an 
exceſſive Fondneſs for her; he yielded to 
the Sollicitations of Sherwood and his Land- 
lady, and took to ſuch Courſes as they ſug- 
veſted in order to ſupply himſelf with Money 
for the Entertainment of that Strumpet who 
was his Ruin. It was but a very few Days 
before his Apprehenſion, that he had been 
drawn altogether to quit the Houſe of his 
Mother, who had ever treated him with the 
greateſt Tenderneſs and Affection, and in- 
ſtead thereof Lodging with the before- men- 
tion'd Payne, who continually ſollicited him 
to committing Robberies and 'Thefts. At 
length on Hughs, alias Hews, another 
young Man joined them, whom tho* bred 
up _— to the Trade of a Shoe-maker, 
by his Father who was of the ſame Profeſ- 
ſion ; yet had for many Years addicted him- 
ſelf to picking of Pockets, and ſuch _ 
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low kind of Theſts, but had never done any 
great Robbery until he fell into the Hands 
of Sherwood and Meedon, with whom he 
readily agreed to affociate himſelf, and to 
go with them out into Moorfields, and ſuch 
other Places near Tovn as they thought moſt 
convenient, in order to way-lay and rob 
Paſſengers ; and at other Times when fuch 
nities did not offer to break open 
Houſes, and to divide the Profits equally a- 
mongſt them; theſe Deſigns were hardly 
made, before they, were put in Execution, 
and a very ſhort Space elapſed before they 
had committed many Robberies and Bur- 
glaries, always bringing the Purchaſe Home, 
and ſpending it lewdly and extravagantly in 
the Houſe of that abandoned Monſter Sarab 
Payne. It may not be amifs to take notice 
here: how common a Thing it is for ſuch 
wicked old Sinners as this Woman was to 
ſet up Houſes of Reſort for lewd and aban- 
doned Homer of the-Town, who firſt getting 
young Men 2 their Company —— 
rous 2 Degrees bring them on 
from one Wickedneſs to indiber; l at laſt 
they end their Lives at the Gallows, and 
thereby leave them at liberty to bring others 
to the ſame miſerable Fate. Theſe Agents of 
the Prince of Darkneſs are uſually Women, 
who have an artful way of flattering, and a 
pleaſing 
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pleaſing Deceitfulneſs in their Addreſs: By 
which means they without much Difficulty 
draw in young Lads in their firſt giving way 
to the Current of their lewd Inclinations, 
and before they are aware involve them in 


ſuch Expences as neceſſarily lead to Houſe- 
breaking or the Highway for a Supply; and 


when once they have made a Step of this 
kind, by which their Lives are plac'd in the 
Power of thoſe old Practitioners in every 


kind of Wickedneſs, they are from thence 


forward treated as Slaves, and forc'd to con- 
tinue whether they will or no in a repeated 
Courſe of the like Villanies, untill they are 


arreſted by the Hand of Juſtice, and then 
none ſo ready to become Evidencies againſt 
them, as thoſe abominable Wretches, by 


whom they were ſeduc d. ©! de 
' Svcn was the Fate that befell theſe three 
unhappy young Men, of whoſe Courſes In- 
formation being given, they were all appre- 
hended and committed cloſe Priſoners to 


Newgate, and at the next enſuing Seſſions 


not a' few Indictments were found againſt 


them. The firſt» Indictment they were all 
three arraign'd upon was for Felony and Bur- 
glam, in breaking open the Houſe. of one

1 gainſt Sherwood alias Hobbs, he alone was 


convicted, and the other two acquitted.

bacco, upon which both Sherwood and Nee 
don were from very full Evidence convicted. 
On a third Indictment for breaking into the 
Houſe of ' Elizabeth. Cogdal, and taking 
thence eight Peter Diſbes and twenty Pe- 
ter Plates, they were all found guilty, Ser- 
wood and -Weedon alſo: being a fourth Time 
convicted for a Robbery on the Highway, 
which was prov'd upon then, by the Teſti- 
der Sentence of Death they all teſtified great 
Sorrow for the Offences of their miſpent 
Lives; M ceden was of a better Temper than 
the other two, retained à greater Senſe of 
the Principles of Religion, which he had 
been brought up in his Youth, and ex- 
ceeded his Companions in Seriouſneſs and 
Steadineſs in his Devotions > Sherwood as he 
had been a much longer proficient in all 
kind of Wickedneſs than the other two, hav- 
ing practiſed ſeveral kind of Thefts for near 
eighteen Vears together, which had habitu- 
ated him ſo much to Sin, that he ſhewed 
much leſs Penitence than either of his Com- 


panions. 
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- Hughs had been alſo a Thief in a 
low Degree for ſome Years before he fell in- 
to the Confederacy of Sherwood and Heedon, 
to which as he frankly own'd he was drawn 
by his own pervious Inclinations, rather than 
the Perſuaſions of any of his Companions. 
As the Time of their Death approached, they 
ſeemd much more affected than ſormerly 
they had been; in which Frame of Mind 
they continued til they ſuffered, which was 
on the 12th of — 1728, Sherwood be- 
ing in his zbth Lear, Hughs in the 23d, and 
Heedon in the 22d Year of his Age.

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Watch; not many Days after he received a 
Penny-Poſt Epiſtle from Mr. Barubam, in 
which he was told, that if he came to a 
Field near Sadlers-Wells, and brought the 
promis d Reward of Five Cuineas along with 
him, he ſhould there meet a ſingle Perſon at 
half an Hour after Six preciſely, who would 
reſtore him his Watch without doing him 
any Injury whatſoever. At the Time ap- 
pointed the Gentleman went thither, found 
Barubam walking alone, well dreſs d with a 
lac'd Hat on, who. immediately came up to 
him, and receiving the Five Guineas preſent- 
ed him with his Watch. Mr. Brown having 
no more to do with him, immediately turn'd 
round about to go back, upon which Bam- 
bam produc d a Piſtol. ready cock d from

Cable, in a Houle in Blue-Boar's-Head- Alley 
in Barbican, they both ſnapped their Piſtols 
at him, but that neither of them went off; 
Mary Vaux, Wife of the Priſoner Thomas 
Faux, having firſt excuſed herſelf from giv- 
ing any 'Teſtimony againſt her Husband, 
depoſed that ſhe ſaw the reſt of the Pri- 
_ » Toners commit the Robbery. at the End of 
M ater- Lane, and that Levee got into the 
Coach, upon which Evidence taken altoge- 
ther, the Fury found them guilty without 
going out of the Court. When they receiv- 
ed Sentence of Death, they all behaved 
themſelves very audaciouſly, at Levee, 
who appeared Penitent, and excuſed himſclt 
of the Misbeha viour he had been guilty of 
at his Trial; during the Time they remained 
under Sentence 8 Death in Newgate, this 
laſt mentioned Criminal Levee, appeared 
truly ſenſible of that miſerable State in which 
he was.

ing and talking to his Companions, ſome- 


times inſulting and beating thoſe who were 
near him, and in fine, encouraged the . reſt of 
his Companions to behave in ſuch a manner, 
that the Keepers were reduc'd to the Ne- 
ceſſity of cauſing them all Four to be chain- 
ed and nailed down in the old Condemn'd 
Hold, for fear of their committing ſome 
Murder or other before they died, which 
they often threatened they would do; there 
they continued for three or four Days, till 
upon the Promiſe of Amendment, and be- 
having better. for the future they were re- 
leaſed, brought back again to their reſpec- 
tive Cells, and at Times of publick Devoti- 
on up to Chappel ; when the Death Il ur- 


rant came down, Featherby appeared to be 


much more moved than could have been 
expected; ſeemed in dreadful Agonies at 
the Remembrance of his former wicked and 
impudent Behaviour ; prayed with great

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Fervency, and ſaid, he hop d that God would 
yet have Mercy upon bim. Barnbam con- 
'tiniſed unmov'd to the laſt; he did indeed 
abſtain from ill Language, and diſturbing 
People at Chapel, but employed his Time in 
His Cell, in compoſing a Song to celebrate 
the glorious Actions of himſelf and his Com- 
panions. This was Work he very much va- 
Jued © bimſelf upon; and ſending for the 
Perſon who uſually Prints the Dying-Speeches, 
He deſired it might be inſerted, but it con- 
taining Excitements to their Companions to go 
on in the ſame Trade, in the ſtrongeſt Terms 
he was capable of framing them in; his De- 
ſign was fruſtrated, and they were not pub- 
 Hſhed. Faux behaved a little more civilly

N. 7 2 HERE are ſome Perſons ſo 
„ amasningly deſtitute of Reaſon, 
= | ſo exceedingly ſtupid and of 10 
fleepy a Diſpoſition of Mind, 
eee! 
N | that neither Advice nor Dan- 
ger, nor bw gr are capable of awaking 
ſs through Life in a continual 
re 5 1 Wickedneſs, nor can they be 
oblig'd to open their Eyes, even when at 
the Point of Death; how ſhocking, how 
horrid ſoever ſuch Character may be, cer- 
tain it Is, that the Criminal Neewves, of whom 
we are now ſpeaking, deſerved no better. 
His Parents tho' mean, had not omitted the 
Care of his Education fo far, but that he had 
learned to read and write, which they 
thought Qualification ſufficient for the Buſi- 
neſs in which they intended to breed him, 
ig. a Cane-Chair-maker, to which Employ- 
ment they put him Apprentice. He did not 
ſerve out his Time with his Maſter, for hav- 


ing got into an — witch ſome 1 
| e- 
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debauch' d. Perſons, he, whoſe Inclination 
from his youth turned that way, went 2 
into all their Meaſures, and quitting all 
Thoughts of an honeſt Livelihood, thought 
of nothing but - Picking and Stealing, aſſoci- 
ating himſelf with a Woman of the ſame 
Calling, who probably furthered him in all 
his Attempts, in Conſideration of which he 
married her, and they were both together 
in Newgate for their —— Offences. We 
have in the former Part of this Volume, 
mentioned his becoming a Witneſs againſt 
ſeveral Street-Robbers, who were executed 
upon his Evidence ; of whom George Gale, 
alias Kiddy George, Thomas Crouder, Fames 
Toon, and John Hornby, denjed the Commiſ- 
ſion of thoſe particular Facts which he ſwore 
upon them; and Richard Nichols who was 
a grave ſober Man, went to Death and 
took it upon his Salvation, that he was ne- 
ver concern'd either in that Act for which 
he died, or in any other of the fame kind 
during the Courſe of his Life. As the Town 
naturally abhor Perjuries which affect Mens 
Lives, and are not very well affected to- 
wards Evidences even when they do not ex- 
ceed the Truth, ſo the Misfortune of Newees 
being a-ſecond 'Time apprehended, inſtead 
of creating Pity, gave the Publick a general 
Satisfaction. At the - Seſſions fol wing 
| 194. bs . #3: 47. wihoQ * 1s 
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his Confinement, he was indicted for private- 
y ſtealing out of the Shop of Charles Lau- 
rene a Duroy Coat Value Thirteen Shillings ; 
in reſpect of which Robbery, the Proſecu- 
tor depoſed, That Thomas Neewves about ſe- 
ven in the Evening came into his Shop, he 
being a Sales-man, and enquired for a Dimi- 
ty Mai ſtcoat, one accordingly was ſhewn him; 
but they not at all agreeing in the Price, 
Neeves on a ſudden turn'd towards the 
Door, and having with ſome Earneftneſs 
curs'd the Proſecutor, and then ſnatching up 
a Coat ran away, upon which Mr. Lawrence 
followed him, crying out, /fop Thief, which 
| Nevees himſelf alſo bauPd- out as loud as he 
could till he was taken; upon which Evi- 
dence the Jury found him Guilty. 
nder Sentence of Death his Behaviour 
was much of a Piece, with what it was be- 
fore; as to Confeſſions he would make none, 
fa ing, he would give no Occaſion to Books 
of Ballads to be made about him. Even in 
Chapel he. behaved himſelf ſo rudely,” that 
he occaſioned great” Diſturbance, 'and put 
the Keepers under -a Neceſſity of treating 
him with more Severity than was uſual to 
Perſons under his miſerable Condition. 
hen alone in his Cell he expreſſed great Dif- 
dence of the Mercy of God, ſeem d to be 
in a State of Diſpair, and though he —9 
| often 
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often preſſed to declare, whether Depoſiti- 
ons he had given in againſt the aforementi- 
oned Street-Robbers, were true or not, he 
either wav'd making an anſwer, or uſed fo 
much Evaſion or Equivocation, that it till 
remained doubtful, whether he ſwore Truth 
orno. As his End drew yet nigher, he a 
peared more and more confuſed and uneaſy, 
but not a Bit more Penitent or ready to con- 
feſs; notwithſtanding that ſeveral Perſons, 
and ſome of them of Diſtinction, had ap- 
plied to him in the Cells, and earneſtly ex- 
horted him to that Purpoſe. He alſo drank 
exceſſively though ſo near his End, and his 
Conſcience loaded with ſuch a Weight of 
horrible Offences ; yer it is very probable 
that he would have been much more trac- 
able in his- Temper,” and ingenuous in his 
Confeſſions, if he had not-been continually 
viſited and kept warm by a certain ill Wo- 
man, he at that Time own'd for his Wife. 
This wrerched Creature was 'employ'd by 
ſome Perſons, who thought themſelves in 
Danger if Neeves ſhould once become truly 
Penitent, to keep him full of idle Thoughts 
and deluſive Promiſes to the very Hour of 
his Death, in which from the Temper of 
the Fellow, they flattered themſelves His 
Cowardice would make them fafe; in which 
wicked Deſign both they and fhe ay 
(YN | ut 
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but too well. For continuing carele(, obſti- 
nate, and impenitent to the laſt Moment of 
his Life; and at the Place of Execution 
ſtagger d and was ſcarce able to ſtand, bawl - 
ing out to a Man in a Coach who was to 
carry away his Body, until the Ordinary re- 
primanded him, and told him he believed he 
had drank too much that Morning, to 
which Neeves anſwered, ub indeed Sir, I culy 
took a Dram; and then beſoùght him that 
a Pſalm might be Sung, which Requeſt of 
his being complied with, he yet could not 
 forbear ſmiling while they were - ſinging. 
The Father and Wife of Mr. Nichols the 
Barber ſo often mention'd, got into the Cart 
and earneſtly enquir d whether the Depoſition 
he had given 3 him were the Truth or 
not: Nee ves upon with Tears own'd 
that it was not, and t fell into a greater 
Agony than he had ever been perceived in 
before; beſeeching God to have Mercy on 
him for ſhedding innocent Blood, into which 
he had been induc'd by the Perſuaſions of 
others, who repreſented it to him as a means 
for getting Money both for them and him; 
ouning that he never ſaw Nichols in his 
Life before they were at the Juſtices toge- 
= ther, After this he cried two or three Times 
- _unto God to forgive him, and ſo was turn'd 
off with the reſt on the 27th of February, 
4 ; 1 1729, 
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1529; being then about Twenty-eight 
Years of. Age. 
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* *Orwithſtanding the Number of 
N thoſe who have been executed 
por chis Offence; yet we have 
bad frequent Inſtances of late 
© Years, "Ix Perſons . who rather, 
Kos groan under eds Burthen of Poverty, or 
labour. hard to get an. honeſt Livelihood, 
have choſen this Method of ſupplying their 
Extravagances, and conſequently | have run 
their Heads. into a Halter. Henry Gabogan 
an Iriſuman of mean Parents, who had how- 
ever beſtowed ſo much Education upon him, 
that he attained writing a very fair Hand, 
and in order to get his Bread, ſet ban 
Buſineſs of a Vriting Mater in that Part 
Trelaud, where there were few Maſters to 
ſtrive againſt him ; here, he behaved for ſome 
Time ſo well, that he got the Reputation of 
being an honeſt | induſtrious 2 ung Man; 


but whether Buſineſs fell off, or that his 
| | | rov- 
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roving Temper could no longer be kept with- 
in Bounds ; The Papers I have do not autho- 
rize me to determine. However it were he 
8 upon his Travels, and paſſed. through 
great Part of Europe, in the Quality. as 
may be eonjectur'd of a Gentleman's Ser- 
vant, till two or three Years. before his 
Death; about which Time he brought over 
the Art of Coining into England, which he 
had been taught by a Countryman of his, 
46 an eafy and certain Reſource whenever 
his Diffcukies mould ftraiten him, fo far as 
to make its Aſſiſtance neceſſary, which hap- 
pen d no very long time after his coming 
over hither ; for his Extravagancies reduc'd

for an Uſher, which B/ake at that Time pre- 
tended to teach young Gentlemen to Fence, 
having a School for that Purpoſe near the 
Tempe,” wither Cabogan came according 5 
and after ſtaying ſome Time for two 
ſucceffively, and finding no Scholars ab, 
he opened the Caſe to his Mafter that was to 
have been, and told him, how eaſy it was 
to get Money and hve well, provided they 
had but Utenſils for Coining, and ſoon after 
ſhew'd him a Specimen o his Art, which 
he performed * that ar firſt 
Ftp ight 
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Sight they promiſed themſelves prodigious 
Matters therefrom , having engaged oe 
Ferris who formerly had wrote as a Clerk to 
Gentlemen of Lincolu's- Inn and the Temple, 
but adventuring to truſt another Perſon with 
that Secret, he ſoon after made a Diſcovery. 
and impeach'd them all, upon which this 
Gahogan, Blake, and the beforementioned 
Ferris, together with two Women, came to 
be tried for this Offence, on an Indictment 
of High Treaſon. The Evidence was very 
clear, and notwithſtanding the Aﬀurance 
with which Blake and Gabogan behaved at 
the Bar, and the perplexed Defence which 
was made by Ferris, who fancied himſelf fo- 
ſure of being acquitted, that he directed 
Horſes to be hir'd, in order to his going 
down to a Country Aſſizes, there to aſſiſt 
as Solicitor for a notorious Offender. The 
Jury after a ſhort ſtay brought him in Guil- 
ty, but acquitted the Women, of whom the 
one was the Mother of this appr, and 
the other the Miſtreſs or Wife of the faid 
Robert Blake, of whom we are next to ſpeak. 
HE was by Birth alſo of the Kingdom of 
Ireland ; his Parents People of ſome Condi- 
tion who gave him a very good+ Education, 
and afterwards put him out Apprentice to a 
Linnen-Draper. After he was out of his 
Time he married a Woman: with ſome little 
| For- 
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Fortune, by whom he had three Children, 

and after miſuſing her greatly, went awa 
looſe, 


from her inte England. Here he led a 
debauched Life, and ſubſiſted himſelf to give 


* 


it the beſt /Phraſe, rather the Ingenuity of 


his Head, than the Induſtry of his Hands. 
Here he found means to draw aſide a Far- 
er's Daughter to whom he was married, 
and whom he involved ſo far in his Misfor- 
—_ as to bring her to the Bar with him- 
ſelf for High Treaſon, where her Marriage 
was ſo far of Service to her, that it excu 
her from bearing a Share in his Conviction. 
After they were found Guilty, Gabogan expreſ- 
ſed much Penitence and Sorrow, acknowledged 
— ences of which he had oo 
guilty, and expreſſed particular Concern for 
the ill Uſage he had given his poor Mother, 
whom he had often beaten and abuſed, for 
whom he was once committed to Bridewell 
on that Score, which effectually ruined what 
little 2 he had left. Before the 
Day of his Execution came, he was exceed- 
ing poor and deſtitute, that he had ſcarce 
'Cloaths . wherewith to cover him, or Food 
Jufficient to preſerve that Life, which was 
ſo ſuddenly to be finiſh'd at the Gallows ; 
as far as we are able to judge from the mean 
outward Behaviour, he was a ſincere and 
hearty Penitent'; only it was with great Dif-

ficulty he forgave the Perſons concern d in 
his Proſecution, which however at laſt he 
declared he did, and paſs d with great Reſig- 
nation and Piery, tho" by. a W Death 
from this World to another, and we may 
charitably hope a better. As to Blake, his 
Behaviour was not ſo much of a Piece at firſt, 
but when he perceived Death inevitable; ; 
notwithſtanding his Pie hayidg ured a Re- 
prieve for a Week, — thereby 
dying with his Companion Gahogan, the Pro- 
ſpe& of his approaching Diſſolution wrought 
{> £ far u pon Um, that 2 5 much ſeemi 
Penitence, he made a frank Confeſſion of al 
his Offences; reflecting chiefly on himſelf | 
for having deſerted his Wife, aud living for 
ſo many Years with other Women.” When 
the Week for which he had procured for a 
Reprieve was expired, he was 2 alone 
on a Hurdle, which is uſual in Caſes of High 
Treaſon, and being come to the Place of 
Executicn, he ſtood up and ſpoke to thoſe 
wag were ab in the following Terms,

* Criminals was deſcended 8 
of very tolerable Fortune, as well as un- 
— tation; 1 ne 
y gone ſo far in providing him with uſe- 
lent Education in Schools bath in "Town 
and Country. The Uſe. he made gf them 
you will quickly hear, which cannot how- 
ever be mentioned as a Reflection on his 
unhappy. Parents, who were as induſtrious 
to have him taught good, as he was in pur- 
ſuing Evil. When he grew to ears cap- 
able of Being put out to Buſineſs; the un- 
ſettled Giddineſs of his Temper ſufficiently 
appeared, for at his own Requeſt being put 
out to three ſeveral Trades, he could not 
bring himſelf to any of them, but went at 
laſt to a fourth which was that of a Joiner, 
with whom he ſtaid a conſiderable Space, 
but before the Expiration of his Time, he 
fell in Love with a young Woman and mari- 
ed her, which coming with other Stories to 
his Maſter's Ears, occaſioned ſuch Difference 


that 
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that they parted. Marple was prodi 
fond of his new married Wife, and what is 
a pretty rare Circumſtance in this Age; his 
Fondneſs prov'd' the greateſt Advantage 
poſſible to him, for the young Woman in 
her ſelf both virtuous and induſtrious, her 
Tem per as its natural for us to imitate whar 
we Love, made ſo great an Impreſſion upon 
Marple, that from a wild, looſe, and ex- 
travagant young Man, he became a. ſober, 
diligent,” and honeſt Workman,  labouring 
hard to get his Bread, and living at home 
with his Wife in the greateſt Tranquility, 
and with the utmoſt Satisfaction; but the 
agreeable Beauty of this Scene was ſoon 
darkened, or rather totally deſtroyed by the 
Death of his Wife; for no ſooner were the 
Tranſports of his Melancholy over, he re- 
turned to his old Courſe of Liſe, and in or- 
der to efface eſſectually that Grief which 
Mill hung over him, he removed out of 
Town to an adjacent Village, where he 
quickly contracted an intimate Acquaintance 
with a young Woman, and thereby almoſt 
at once put all Thoughts of Sorrow and 
Honeſty quite out of his Head. This Crea- 
ture was of a very different Diſpoſition from 
Marple's late Wife'; ſhe had no regard for 
the Man, farther than ſhe was able to get 
Money out of him; and provided ſhe had

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e buy her fine Cloaths and keep 
her in handſome Lodgings, - ſhe gave her 
ſelf no trouble ho he came by it, and this 
Carriage of bers in a ſhort time put him up- 
on illegal Methods of - qbtaining Money. 
"Who. were his firſt Companions in his Rob- 
is not in my Power to ſay, it was 
; generally Jook'd upon, that one Rounden had 
ſeduced bim; but Marple: declared this to 
be falſe, and perhaps the beſt Account that 
can be given is, that he was led to it by his 
own evil Inclinations, and his Neceſfi os in 
which they had brought him. However it 
were, no body committed more Robberies 
for the time he practiſed going upon the 
Road than he himſelf did, preying alike up- 
on all ſorts of People, and taking from the 
Poor what little they had, as — 
dering the Rich of what they could much 
better ſpare. In Mary-le-bon-#3elds,-he and 
his Companion Cotton met with a Wo- 
man with a Basket on her Head, who gain- 
1 ed her Livelihood by ſelling Joints of Meat 
do Gentlemen's Families; the firſt thing 
| did was to ſearch her Basket, i in which there 
| was a fine Leg of Mutton, which theſe Gen- 
| | tlemen thought fit to dreſs and eat next 
Day for Dinner; then they commanded her 
to 1 her Money, which ſhe declared 


was a thing out of her 3 becauſe _ 
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had none about her; upon which they took 
her Pocket and turn'd it out, where finding 
Seven Shillings, Marple ſtruck and abus d 
the Woman for daring to tell him a Lye. 
Amongſt the reſt of the Acquaintance that 
Maris pick d up, was a young Man who had 
a very rich Uncle, who though he was very 
willing to do any thing whick might be for 
the real good of his Nephew, but did not 
think it at all reaſonable to waſte his For- 
tune in the verge the young Man's Ex- 
travagancies. This Spark with another ac- 
quainted Marpiz how eaſy a thing it would 
be, to rob the old Man of a conßderable 
Sum of Money, they readily came into the 
Project, and accordingly it was put in Exe- 
cution; Matpie and the Nephew. actually 
committing the Robbery, and the other 
Man ſtanding at the Door till they came 
out, the Booty they got was about Fhirty- 
fix, Guineas, which they divided into three 
Parts, and in a very ſhort time after, Marple 
was.apprehended and committed to Newgate 

for this very Fact: However, the old Man 
would not proſecute him, becauſe he would 
not expoſe his Relation; yet this was no 
Warning to Marple who continued his old 
Trade, and committed Thirty or Forty Rob- 
beries in a very ſhort Spate. Driving was 
a Vice he ever abhored, and the chief 
35 F 4 Cauſe 
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Cauſe for which he addicted himſelf to 
this Life of Rapine, was his aſſociating him- 
ſelf with all forts of lewd Women; amongſt 
whom he became acquainted with the in- 
famous Eligabeth Lion, Miſtreſs to Jacł 
Shepberd, who grew quickly too impudent 
and abuſive for Marple s Converſation ; who 
when he fell under his Misfortunes declared, 
that ſhe was the vileſt and abominableſt 
Wretch that ever livd. However to the 
immodeſt laſcivious Carriage of this Wo- 
man, he owed the ſudden Diſſike he took 
to that ſort of Cattle, which became ſo 
ſtrong that he no longer frequented their 
Companies, but married for a ſecond Wife 
a young Woman of a very handſome Per- 
ſon, of a good Character, and who as he 
faid, was totally ignorant of the Meaſures 
he took for getting Money. 
Timothy Cotton, the ſecond of theſe Male- 
factors was deſcended of mean, yet honeſt 
Parents, who in his Infancy had not ſpar'd 
to give him a' very good Education, and 
bred him to get an honeſt Livelihood to the 
Trade of a Poulterer; in which when he 
grew up, he was for a time very induſtri- 
ous, and got thereby ſufficiently to have 
maintain'd himſelf and his Family, as well as 
he could reaſonably expect; but happening 
unluckily to fall into the W

Converſation of lewd Women, they ſoon 
took up ſo much of his Thoughts, his 'Time 
and his Money, that he was oblig'd to 
think of eaſier Methods of getting it, than 
thoſe to which hitherto he had applied him- 
ſelf; for it is a Truth deducible from unin- 
terrupted Experience, and that a M bore is 


not to be maintain d at the ſame eaſy Ex- 


pence with a Wife. Cotton found this to 


his Coſt, for he had not committed above five 


Robberies, of which three were with his 
Companion Marple, who had been his School- 


fellow, before he was apprehended ; the 


firſt of their Exploits I have already told 
you, was plundering the poor Basket-Wo- 
man; their ſecond was upon the Hamp- 
ſtead Road where they ſtopped the Coach, 
and robbed the Paſſengers, three Gentle 
men coming by on Horſe-back , Marple 
preſented his -Piſtol, and commanded them 
to ride off as hard as they could, but the 
Fear with which they were ſeised, made 
them ſo far miſtake his Words, as to appre- 
hend he bid them deliver, and ſo they went 


very readily to work, putting their Hands. 


into their Pockets to ſatisfy his Demands ; 
but Marple having no Gueſs of their Inten- 


tion, and perceiving them to- ſtand ſtill, e- 


peated - his Orders to them to ride off with

UNDER Sentence of Death Marple ap- 
peared with leſo Concern than is uſually ſeen 
in Perſons under fuch unfortunate Circum- 
ſtances; he however confefled as well a 
Multitude of Offences with which he was 
not charg d, as that particular Crime for 
which he was convicted; he faid, he had 
never any ſtrong Inclinations to Drunken- 
neſs or Gaming, but that addicting himſelf 
to the Company and Converſation of ill 
Women, had been the ſole Occaſion of all 
his Misfortunes; he particularly regretted 
his want of Reſpect towards his Parents, and 
eſpecially towards his Mother, who had 
given him the beſt of Advices, tho he had 
trifled with and abuſed it; he ſaid, that he 
often ſtruck and abuſed thoſe whom he 
robbed, but not ſo as to: endanger their

of the Law. Of old they were ſtil'd Hoftes 
bumani Generis, and the oldeſt Syſtoms we 
have of particular Inſtitutions, have treated 
them with a 1 ſuitable to their Of- 
Fenec, with reſpect to thoſe who fall into 
the Hands of Britiſh Juſtice ; it muſt be re- 
mark'd that they uſually plead their being

26:0 3 
the Priſoner of whom we are to ſpeak, 
ohn Upton was born at Deptford, of very 
Parents, who gave him ſuch an Edu- 
cation as ſuited their Station, and that in 
which they intended to bred him; when 
own up to be a ſturdy Youth, they put 
m out Apprentice to a Waterman, with 
whom he ſerved out his Time faithfully, and 
with a good Character; aſterwards he went 
to Sea and ſerved for Twenty-eight Years 
together on board a Man of War, in the 
Poſts either of Boat/wain or Quarter-maſter. 
Near the Place of his 'Birth he married a 
Woman, took a Houſe and hv'd very re-

their Furrs Upton having ſerw'd his Year 
out was diſeharg'd from his Maſter, and go- 
ing to New-England, he there in the Month 
of July, 1125, ſhipped himſelf on board 
the Perry Merchant Man bound for Barba- 
does and Briſtol, Capt. King Commander. 
At Barbadoes the Ship was livred and loaden 
again, the Captain deſigning then to fail for

Galley, to come on board his Ship, which he 
and Four of his Men did, and the Pirate 
immediately ſent ſome of his Crew on board 
the Herry-Galley, who effectually made them- 
ſelves Maſters thereof; and as Upton faid, 

us' d him and the reſt of the Perfons-they - 
found on board withi great Inhumanity and 
Baſenef, a thing very common amongſt thoſe 
Wretches. Uptoz alſo inſiſted that as to 
himſelf, one of the Pirates Crew ran up to 
him as ſoon as they came on board, and 
with a Cutlace in his Hand, ſaid, with an 
Oath, Ton old Son,of Bitch I know you, and 
you ſball go along with ue or FR cut aut your 
Liver, and thereupon fel} to beating him 
fore. and aſt the Deck with his Cutlace. 
The fame Evening he was carried/ on board 
the. Pirate Sloop, where according to his 
Journal three af the ' Pirates attacked him; 
one with a Piſtol levelled at his Forehead, 
demanded whether he would Sign their 
Articles, another with a Piſtol at his right 
Ear, ſwore if he did not, they would blow 
out; his Brains; while a Third held a Couple 
of Forks at his Breaſt, and terried him 
with the continual: Apprehenſions of _

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them ſtabbed into him, whereupon he told 
| them that he had four young ' Infants in 
England, to whom he thought it his Duty 
to return, and therefore to be ex- 
cus'd as baving reaſon to decline their Ser- 
vice, as well as a natural Diſlike to their 
Proceedings; upon which he ſaid, he called 
his Captain to take mach — he did not 
enter voluntarily amon upon which 
the Pirate ſaid, they out a Way to 
ſatisfy themſelves by ſigni gning for. him, and

of his being taken into the Crew of the 
=" ena eee where he inſiſted he did 

ng but as he was commanded, received 
no —— in their Plunder, but lived wholly 
on the Ship's Allowance, being treated in 
all reſpect as one whom Force, and not 
Choice had brought them. But to 
return to the Perry-Galley, which the Pi- 
rates carried to the Iſland of Aruba, a Ma- 
roon or uninhabited Iſland, or rather: Sand 
Banks, where they fat the Crew aſhore and 
left them for ſeventeen Days without any 
Proviſion, except that the F urgeon of the 
Pirate now and then brought them ſome- 
thing in his Pocket by ſtealth. On the 
Tenth of. December the Pirates faw a Sail 
which proved; to be a Duteb Sloop, and 
which they took; and this Upton and thi 
| othery 
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others who had been forc'd as well as him- 
ſelf, were put on board it, from whence as 
he faid, they made their Eſcape, and after 
abundance of Misfortunes and many extra- 
ordinary Adventures, he got on board his 
Majeſty's Ship the 'Nottingham, command- 
ed by Capt. Charles Cotterel, where he ſerv- 
ed for two Years in the Quality of Quar- 
ter- maſter, and was then taken up and 
charg'd with Piracy; upon which he was 
indicted at an Admiralty Seſſions, held in 
the Month of May, 1129, when the Evi- 
dence at his Trial appeared fo ſtrong that 
the Jury aſter a ſhort ſtay found him guilty, 
but his Caſe having been very differently 
repreſented ; I fancy my Readers will not 
be diſpleas' d, if I give them an exact Ac- 
count of the Proofs produced againſt him. 
The firſt Witneſs who was calfd on the 
Part of the Crown was Mr. -Di#rmock, who 
had been Chief Mate on board the Perry 
Galley, and he depoſed in the following 
Ten. © 76-75 e e 10. :; 

O x the 'Twelveth of November, 1125, 
we ſail'd from Barbadoes in the Perry Galley 
bound for England.” On the Fourteenth a- 
bout Noon, we were taken by the Night- 
Rambler, Pirate Sloop, one Cooper Com- 
mander. Our Captain and four:Men were 
ordered on board the Pirate Sloop, part _

Perry, wherein they no ſooner entered, but 
the Friſoner at the Bar ſaid, Lads are ye 
come G Im glad t0 jee ye, I baue been hoking 
ent fer he A great \while,;, whereupon the 
Pirates laluted him very particularly, cal- 
ling him by his Name; and the Priſoner 
was. huſy as any of the reſt in plundering 
and ſtripping; the Ship, on board of which 
he had ſerv d, and the reſt. who belong d to 
it. Ide very next Pay after being made 
Reatſwein of the Pirate. The fame Day 
tied to the Geers, and received two hundred 
Laſhes with a Cat and nine Tail, which the 
Priſoner Gpton: had made for that Purpoſe; 
after Which they piekled me, and the Pri- 
ſoner 'Upton: ſtabbed me in the Head near 
my Ear with a Knife, inſomuch that I 
eould not lay my Head upon a Pillow for 
fourteen, Pays, but was forc'd to rt ĩt 
— Hand againſt the Table, and when 
ſome of the Pirates Crew ask'd me how I 
did, upon my anſwering, that I was as bad as 
Man could be and live, the Prifoner Upton 
ſaid, D——n him give him a ſecond Re- 
ward. It was alſo further depoſed: by the 
fame Gentleman, that at the Iſland of Aru 
ba, the Priſoner was very buſy in ſtripping 
the Perry Galley of the moſt uſeful and =

them there He had alſo in his Cultody, ſe- 
veral things of Value, and particularly wear- 
ing Apparel, 4. P6IOngS to one Mr. Purnell, 
a Paſſenger belonging to the faid Perry Gal 
ley, and when it was debated amongſt the 
Pirates, and afrerwards put to the Vote, 
whether the Crew of the fads ſhould © 
have their Veſſel again, of go .

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Tu Priſoner in his Defence would fain 
have ſuggeſted, that what the Witneſſes had 


ſworn againſt him, was: chiefly occaſioned 
by a malicious Spleen they had againft im; 


he aſſerted that he was forced by the Pi- 


rates for becoming one of their Number, 
and was ſo far from concerning with them 
voluntarily, that he propoſed to the Mate 
after they were taken, to regain the Ship; 
urging that there were but Thirteen of the 
Pirates on: board, and all they drunk, and 
no leſs than Nine of their on Men left 
there who were all ſober; that the Mate's 
Heart however failed him, and inſtead of 
complying with his Motion, ſaid, this ig a 
dangerous thing to ſpeak of, if it ſhould come 
to the Pirates Ear, we ſhall be all murdered, 
and therefore entreated the Priſoner not to 
ſpeak of it any more. 'The Mate denied 
every Syllable of this, and ſo the Priſoner's 
Aſſertions did not weigh at all with the Jury. 
After they had brought in their Verdict, 
Mr. Upton ſaid, to thoſe; who ſwore againſt 

him, Lord! What haue you Three done & 
UnDrx Sentence of Death he behav- 
ed himſelf with much Courage, and yet with 
great Penitence; he denied part of the 
Charge, viz. that he was willingly one of the

7 , - Writters- are grounded; one 
would be ſurprized that after more Examples 
than one of that kind, People ſhould yet be 
found ſo fooliſn as well as wicked, to carry 
on ſo deſperate an Enterprize, in which there 
is ſcarce any Probabiliey of meeting with 
Succeſs; yet this unfortunate Perſon» of 
whom we are now ta ſpenk, Who was de-

ot. — im into narrow Circumſtances. 
"Theſe it is to be ſuppoſed, put him 
the fatal Project of Writing a Letter 

to Mr. Nathaniel! Newman Senior, a Man of 
a very good Fortune, threatening him, that 
unleſs he ſent the Sum of eighty five Gui- 
neas to ſuch a Place, — murder him 
and his Wife; with 2 bloody and bar- 
barous Expreſfions. This not having its 
Effect, he wrote him a ſecond Letter by 
the Pemy-Paſt, demanding one hundred Gui- 
neas, with grievous Threatenings in caſe they 
vere not ſent. This ſoon made a very great 
Noiſe about Town, and put Mr. Newman 
upon all Methods poſſible for detecting the 
Author of theſe villainous Epiſtles; and as 
every Body almoſt look'd upon it as a com- 
mon Caſe, to which any Gentleman who is 
ſuppoſed to be rich might be liable, ſuch 
indefatigable Pains . were taken, that in a 
ſhort time the whole Myſtery of Iniquity 
Nv was 
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was diſcovered, and Bigg apprehended. At 
the next Seſſions at the Old Bailey, he was 
indicted capitally for this Offence, and af- 
ter the Council for the Proſecutor had fully 
opened the heinous Nature of the Crime; 
Peter Salter was the firſt Witneſs called, to 
prove it upon the Priſoner. He depoſed 
that Fepthah Bigg came to him where he 
was at Work in the AM{zories, and deſired 
him to go with him, having ſomething to 
ſay to him of Conſequence, whereupon the 
Witneſs would have gone to the. Sign of 
the Ship, where he uſed, but the Priſoner 
would needs go to the S$:3ve in the Little 
Minories; there he communicated to him 
his Deſign, and then prevailed on Salter to 
go to the Shoulder of Mutton Ale-houſe at. 
Billing gate, where Bigg directed him to 
call for Drink, and to wait till a Porter came 
to him with a Parcel directed for 7aln Har- 
riſon, when if he ſuſpected any thing, he 
ſhould come to the Priſoner at the King's- 
Head- Ale-houſe on Fiſbſtreet-Hill ; this the 
Evidence perſormed punctually, whereupon 
Bigg ſent him a ſecond Time to the Black- 
Boy in Goodm aus- Field's where a ſecond Par- 
cel was left, though of no Value. Where- 
upon Bigg would have had the Evidence 
Halter been concerned in a third Letter to 
the ſame Purpoſe, but Saller declined it, and

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diſſuaded him as much as lay in his Power, 
from continuing to venture on ſuch hazard- 
ous things; upon which the Priſoner re- 
plied, you need not fear, nothing can hurt you, 
iny Life is in your Hands, but if ever you di/- 
coder the matter you ſhall ſhare the ſame Fate. 
John Long, Servant to Mr. Newman, depoſ- 
ed that he delivered two Penny-Poſt Letters 
to his Maſter, one on the Twenty and the 
other on the 'Twenty-ſeventh of March ; 
other Witneſſes ſwore as to the ſending of 
the Parcels, and the Jury on the whole ſee- 
ing the Fact to be well proved againſt the 
Priſoner fouud him guilty. . 
DN DE R Sentence of Death the poor 
Man behaved himſelf like one ſtupid at firſt, 
he pretended that he did not know the Of- 
Fence that he had committed was Capital, 
and afterwards exclaimed againſt the Hard- 
neſs of that Law which made it ſo; 
but ſome little pains being taken with him 
in thoſe Points, he was * brought over 
to acknowledge the Juſtice of his Sentence, 
and the Reaſonableneſs of that Statute, which 
enacted it into a capital Offence. As the 
Day of his Death drew nigh, he was ſtil 
more and more drown'd in ſtupidity, and 
Joſt to all the 'Thought or Concern for this 
World or that to come, at leaſt as to out- 


ward Appearance. Some ſaid he was a R. 
| = | man 
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mam Catholick, but while the poor Wretch 
retained his Senſes, he ſaid nothing that 
could give any ground for a Suſpicion of 
that ſort; he heard the Diſcourſes which the 
Ordinary made to him, with as much Pati- 
ence as the reſt did, and when he viſited 
him in the Cell, did not expreſs any Uneaſi- 
neſs thereat; indeed in the Paſſage to Exe- 


cution, there were two Fellows in the Cart, 
who would fain have had the Miniſter de- 


ſiſted from his Duty, urging the ſame Rea- 


ſon that the Criminal was in Communion 
with another Church. The Man himſelf 
ſeemed to be ſtupid and ſpeechleſs all the 
Way; yet when he was turn'd off, the Re- 
verend Ordinary tells us, he went off the 
Stage, crying out aloud, O Lord! Sc. This 
ſeems to me a very indecent Way of con- 
cluding a Dying Speech, but as it is that 
which is generally uſed, I ſhall not ſtay to 
| beſtow any further Reflections upon it. He 
died on the 19th of May, 1729, being a- 
bout Twenty-five Years of Age. |

EN we meet with Accounts 
of Perſons doubly remarkable, 
e for the Multitude of their Of- 
> fences, and the 'Tenderneſs of 

e their Age; it is almoſt impoſ- 
ſible for us to determine whether we ſhould 

pity or deteſt moſt, a Mind fo preter-natu- 
rally abandoned to Wickedneſs, as to tranſ- 
cend its uſual Courſe, and make itſelf re- 
markable as a Sinner, before taken Notice 
of as a Man: This was exactly the Caſe 
with the unfortunate Criminal, whom we 
are now to mention. He was the Son of 
Parents in the loweſt Circumſtances, who 
yet had ſtrained thoſe Circumſtances to give 
him a tolerable Education, which he, in- 
ſtead of improving, forgot as faſt as it was 

- ſſible; and ſeemed 1olicitous about no- 
_—_ . thing, but out-doing in Villany all his Co- 
_ tcmporaricsof the ſame unhappy Caſt. - Du- 
ring his E Years, he addicted himſelf 
continually to picking and ſtealing * 
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he could lay his Hands on; and although 
his Father had been exceedingly careful in 
cauſing him to be taught his own Trade of a 

Weaver, yet he {ſeldom or never worked at it, 
but went on at this Rate, from one Crime 
to another, until he at laſt arrived at thoſe 
which brought him to the ignominious End, 
and thereby rendered him a Subject for our 
Memoirs. At twelve Years old, he took up 
the Trade of Houſe-breaking, to which he 
applied hiniſelf very cloſely, for the laſt {ix 
Years of his Life. Hampſtead, Highgate, 
Hackney, and other Villages round the 
Town, were the Places which he generally 
made choice of to play his 'Fricks in ; and 
as People are much more ingenious in Wick- » 
edneſs, than ever they are in rhe Purſuit of 
honeſt Employments, ſo by Degrees he be- 
came even while a Boy, the moſt dexterous 
Houſe-breaker of his Time; inſomuch, that 
as is uſual amongſt thoſe unhappy People, 
the Gang commended him ſo much, that 
believing himſelf ſome great Perſon, he 
went on with an Air of Confidence, in the 
Commiſſion of a Multitude of Burglaries, 
in and about the Streets of this Metropolis. 
Young as he was at that Time, he plunged 
himſelf, as it were, with Induſtry, into all 
Manner of Luſts, Wickedneſs and illegal 
Pleaſures; which, as it waſted all he acqui- 
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red, by the 'Thefts he committed, ſo its in- 
jured his Health, and damaged his Under- 
ſtanding, to ſuch a Degree, That When he 
came to die, he could ſcarce be looked on as a 
rational Creature. The Offence which proved 
fatal to him, was the Breaking into the Houſe 
of Mr. Samuel Smith, in the Night-time, on 
the 31ſt of May 1729, with an Intent to 
ſteal. At his Trial the Proſecutor ſwore, 
That between the Hours of Eleven and One 
of the Clock of the Night, laid in the Indict- 
ment, he was called up by his Neighbours, 
and found that his Window was broke o- 
pen; whereupon ſearching about very nar- 
rowly, he at laſt found the Priſoner got up 
the Chimney, and ſtanding on the Pole, 
whereon the Pothooks hung. 'The Priſoner 
in his Defence, told the Court, 'That mect- 
ing with a Perſon, who ſaid he lodged in 
the Proſecutor's Houſe, and it being late, 
he accepted the Man's Propoſition, in Ly- 
ing with him; thereupon his new Acquain- 
tance carried him to Mr. Smith's, let him in, 
and then ran away, ſo that he had never 
ſeen nor heard of him ſince. This Relation 
being every way improbable and ridiculous, 
the Jury very readily found him Guilty of 
the Fact, and he with the reſt, on the laſt 
Day of Seſſions, received Sentence of Death 
accordingly, While he lay in the Cells, his 
| 3 Behaviour 
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Behaviour was as ſtupid in all outward Ap- 
pearance, as ever had appeared in any who 
came to that miſerable Place. However, 
he perſuaded his Companions, of whom we 
ſhall ſpeak hereafter, to attempt breaking 
out, and to encourage them, told them, 
That there was no brick or free-ſtone Wall 
in the World, could keep him in, if he had 
but a few Jools proper for looſening the 
Stones. Theſe were quickly procured, and 
_ Gramdy put his Companions into ſo proper a 
Method of Working, that if a Piſcovery 
had not been made, on the Sunday Morn- 
ing, they, in a very few Hours Space, would 
have broke their Way into Phenix-Caurt, 
and ſo have undoubtedly got off. But as 
ſoon as the Keepers came to the Knowledge 
of their Deſign, they removed, the. three, 
Perſons concerned in it, into the Old con- 
demn'd Hold, and there ſtapled them down 
to the Ground. Then this Lad began to 
relent ; he wept bitterly ; {aid it was not ſo 
much for the Fear of Death, as the Appre- 
henſion of his Soul's being thrown into the 
Pit of Deſtruction and eternal Miſery, How- 
ever, by Degrees, he recovered a little Spi- 
rit, confeſſed all the Enormities of his paſt. 
Life, and begged Pardon of God, and of 
the Perſons whom he had injured, If we 
were to attempt an Account of them, it 


would not only ſeem improbable, but be 
incredible; and therefore, as there was no- 
thing in them otherwiſe extraordinary, than 
as they were committed by a Lad of his 


Age, we ſhall not dwell any longer upon 


them, than to inform our Readers, That 
with much Sorrow, and grievous Agonies, 
he expired at Tyhuru, on the 22d of Auguſt, 
1729, being about 18 Years old. 
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ay bave ſo often, in the Courſe 


r Readers, that looſe Women are 
generally the Cauſes of thoſe 
WE Misfortunes, which bring Men, 

| he Commiſſion of felonious Crimes, 
and, as a juſt Conſequence thereof, to an 


of theſe Lives, obſerved to our 
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into the greateſt Hazard: If I may be al- 
lowed to offer my Conjecture in this Caſe, 
I ſhould be apt to account for it thus: That 
in the preſent Age, the Depravity of Mens 
Morals being greater than ever, they addict 
themſelves ſo entirely to their Luſts and ſen- 
ſual Pleaſures, that having no Reliſh left for- 
more innocent Entertainments, they think 
no- Price too great to purchaſe thoſe lewd 
Enjoyments, to which, by a continued Se- 
ries of ſuch Actions, they have habituated 
themſelves beyond their own Power to re- 
tire. This unfortunate Perſon, Fo/eph Kemp, 
was Son to People in very mean Circum- 
ſtances, in Holbourn, who yet procured him 
a very good Education in a publick Charity- 
School. When of Age, to be put out to 
Employment, his Friends made him apply 
himſelf to the Heads of the Pariſh, who 
put him out to a Gaſſer, with whom he ſer- 
ved out his Time,” with the Character of a 
very honeſt young Man. By that Time his 
Parents had thriven through their own In- 
duſtry, pretty well in the World, and ſo on 
his ſetting-up a Shop, they gave him ſixty 
Pounds to begin with, but unfortunately for 
him, he had e&'er now ſeen a Woman of the 
Town, on whom he had irretrievably fixed 
his AﬀeCtions, and was abſolutely reſolved 
on living with her, tho ever ſo great Ruin 

G 5 ſhould 
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ſhould prove the- Conſequence of the Pur- 
chaſe. In Purſuance of this unfortunate Re- 
ſolution, he no ſooner had received the a- 
_foreſaid Sum, but Propoſals of Marriage 
were immediately offeted to this Object of 
his Aﬀections, notwithſtanding that he well 
knew, ſhe at that Time converſed with two 
Men, ſtiling each of them her Husband. 
However, as Kemp was the moſt likely to 
maintain her in Idleneſs and Plenty, ſhe, 
without much Trouble, ſuffered herſelf to 
be prevailed on, to let him, by a legal Ma- 
trimony, increaſe the Number of her Huſ- 
bands. This, as it was but probable, was 
ſpeedily followed by his breaking in his Bu- 
ſineſs; and being totally undone, which, 
tho it were a great Misfortune, and an Evil 
new to poor Kemp, only reduced the Lady 


do her former Manner of Living, which was 


by Thieving whatever ſhe could come at. A 
little while after, ſhe was ruined even in this 
Buſineſs; for being detected, ſhe was con- 
mitted to Newgate, and in great Danger of 
tying there for Life. Poor Kemp was til) 
as end of her as ever; he carried her all 
the Money he could get, and lamenting to 
her, that it was not in his Power to raiſe 
more, ſne immediately flew into a Paſſion, 
ſtormed, and ſwore at him, bid him go and 
break Houſes, rob People in the Streets, of 
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do any Thing which would get Money, for 
that Money ſhe wanted, and Money the 
would have. He fooliſhly .comply'd with 
her Requeſt, and having provided himſelſ 
with neceſſary Implements for Houſe- break 
ing, he ſoon put her in Poſſeſſion of a large 
Quantity of Plate, which being converted 
into Money, eaſily procured her her Liber- 
ty, the Conſequence of which, was, That 
ſhe laviſhed whatever he brought her upon 
other Men; Yet even her Perfidy could not 
cure him; he was ſtill as much Slave as 
ever, and failed not venturing Body and 
Soul to procure whatever might give her 
Pleaſure. In this unhappy State, a conſi- 
derable Space of Time was ſpent, until, for 
{ome other thieviſh Exploits of her own, 
Kemp's Wife was apprehended,, convicted 
and- tranſported, which one - would have 
thought might have put an End to his 
Crimes of the ſame Sort; but it ſeems, he 
was too far plunged in the Mire of Rapine 
and Debauchery, ever to ſtruggle out; ſo 
that no ſooner was ſhe ſafely on Board the 
Tranſport Veſſel, but he found out a new « 
Miſtreſs to ſupply her Flace, as if he had 
been induſtrious in deſtroying his Fortune, 
and careful, about nothing but arriving as 
ſoon as - poſſible at the Gallows., By that 
Time he made his 125 Marriage, which 
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in Jefelf was illegal, while the firft Wife was 


living, his Credit was totally exhauſted, his 


Character totally ruined, and no Manner of 
Subfiſtence left, but what was -purchaſed at 
the Hazard of bis Sbul, and the Price of 
bis Life; arid as Houſe-breaking was now 
become his fofe Buſineſs, ſo he purſued it 
with great Eagerneſs, and for a while, with 
as great Succeſs ; but it was not long before 
he was apprehended, and committed cloſe 


Prifoner td Newgate, for a Multitude of 


Charges of this Kind againſt him. At the 
following Seffions at the Old- Bailey, he was 
indicted for burglariouſly breaking-open the 
Houſe of Sarah Pickard, and feloniouſly ta- 
king thence thirty-ſix gold Rings and ſtone 
Rings, three ſilver Watches, ſeveral Pieces 
of filver Plate, and divers other Goods of 
confiderable Value. The Proſecutrix Mrs. 
Pickard depoſed, That her Houſe was faſt 
ſhut between 'Ten and Eleven a Clock at 
Night, and found broke open at Five of the 
Clock the next Morning; and that one 
Kemp, a Perſon related to the Priſoner, 
found a ſtrong ſhort Knife left in the Yard, 


together with an Auger, which he knew to 


belong to the Priſoner: In Confirmation of 


this, Mr. Kemp depoſed, That the Priſoner 
had ſhewed him the Knife. e Kemp, 
ed likewiſe 8 

dne 


and Jonathan Auskins depo 
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the ſatme Thing; and Samuel Gerrard the 
Conftable fore, That when with the two 
preceding Witneſſes, he went to ſearch the 
Houſe" of the afbreſaid Priſoner, and found 
therein ſeveral Things belonging to Mrs. 
Pickard, the Priſoner then confeſſed, That 
he committed the Burglary alone, and not 
by the Perſuaſion, or with the Aſſiſtance of 
any other Perſon whatſoever. The Priſoner 
ſaid very little in his own Defence, and the 
Jury thereupon, without Heſitation, found 
im Guilty, as they did alſo upon two other 

Indi&metits; the one for breaking the Houſe 
of James Hood, and the other for breaking 
the Houſt of Mrs. Mary Paget, and ſtealing 
thence Plate to a conſiderable Value. The 
Facts being clearly proved by 7obn Knap, 
who had been an Accomplice, and turned 
Evidence to fave himſelf: His laſt Wife was 
indicted and tried with him, but acquitted. 
Under Sentence of Death, he was ſeiſed 
with a Diſeaſe, which held him the far grea- 
ter Part of the Time permitted by Law for 
him to repent; and by Reaſon of that Di- 
ſtemper, he was ſo Deaf, that he was ſcarce 
capable of Inſtruction. © However, he ap- 
peared to be fully ſenſible of the great 
Danger he was in, of ſuͤffering much more 
from the Juſt Anger of God, than that Sen- 
tence of Law which bis Crimes had 
drawn 
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drawn upon him. He bewailed wich a 
Paſſion. and Concern, .that wicked.Courſe of 
Life, which —— many Vears paſt he had led; 
. med exceedingly be a th FI Horror of 
e Reflections, and to m with un- 
ſeigned Penitence his. egen of the 
Duties he owed towar God, and to La 
«Neighbours. . As. the Hour of, Death 
3 he reſumed ſomewhat of * 
rage, and at the Place of Execution, died 
with all outward Marks of a repenting Sin- 
ner. There his Wife came up into the Cart, 
and took her laſt Adieu of him, in the molt 
tender Manner that can be imagined. He 
died on the 22d of Auguſt, 1729, bein 
then in the 24th Lear FRY 764 it 
| behind him the following Paper, w 
ſeems to have been what he —8 5 
have faid to the People, at the Ti ime. of his 
Death, and therefore We, according to Cu- 
Reuß thought. it not rqpfr to be "omitted 
Ly.

he is juſt, and will puniſh accordingly. _ This 
my miſerable End, I would have all take 
Warning by, and that they follow not the De- 
vices of the World, the Snares whereof are 
apt to lead Men into evil Courſes, unleſs they 
endeavour ta ſhun them, and ſeek the Grace of 
Cod, to aſſiſt and enable them for that Effect. 
I offer my Prayers to God, for the Good of all 
Men, and ask Pardon f God, for my evil

T declare, whatever Wrongs ſhe may have 
committed, was through my Perſuaſion, of 
herſelf inclinable to Good.

any Means be a Canfe to afflift my grievons 
Parents, both Father and Mother; but would 
have all to confider, when ever they are per- 
ſuaded to any Manner of Ways, tending to 
their Ruin, they would likewiſe remember to 
call upon God to help and afſift them, in ſhun- 
ning ſuch, and all other wicked Courſes, Good 
People, pray 1 me, that God may receive 
me through bis Mercies, which I truſt he

ged; nor in ſuch a Caſe; is the Conviction 
of an inilotent Perſon ſo great a Reflection 
on any, as on themſelves, have rendered 
ſich an Accufation probable. Benjamin 
IVileman, of whom we ire now to ſpeak, 
was the Son of honeſt Parents, in the City 
of Dublin; they gave him a very good E- 
ducation at School, and when he was fit to 
go out Apprentice, his Father bred him to 
his own Trade, which was that of a Taylor, 
and when he grew weary of that Buſineſs, 
he liſted himſelf as a Soldier, and in- that 


State 'of Life — twelve Vears, a fuffici- 
ent 
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ent Space of Time to acquire thoſe nume- 
rous Vices which are ſo ordinary amongſt 
the common Sort of Men, who betake them- 
feldes to a military Employment. Then he 
came over into England, and lived here, as 
he himſelf ſaid, by working at his own 
Trade, tho certain it is, that he led a moſt 
debauched and diſſolute Life, aſſociating 
himſelf with thoſe of his Countrymen, who 
of all others were the moſt abandoned in 
their Characters, and in fine, in all the Ac- 
tions of his Life, ſeemed to praceed-with- 


out any other Deſign, than that of gratify- 


ing his vicious Inclinations. In the Midſt 
of this terrible Courſe of Folly and Wick- 
edneſs, he was apprehended for a Highway- 
man, committed to Ae and at the en- 
ſuing Seſſions, capitally.. indicted for two 
Robberies, the one committed on William 
Hucks, Eſq; and the other on William 
Bridges, Eiq; On the firſt Indictment it 
was depoſed * the Proſecutor, that he be- 
lieved M ileman to be the Perſon who at- 
tacked him. Jobn Doyle, who owned him- 
ſelf to have been an Accomplice in the 
Robbery, ſwore, That Vileman and he 
committed it together, and that he paid 
MWileman five Guineas and a Half for his 
Share of the gold Watch, and other Things, 
which were taken from the Gentleman. As 
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to the ſecond Fact, Mr, Bridges gave Evi- 
dence, That he was robbed on the High- 
way, and loſt a Sword, a Hat, a Pocket- 
Book, and a Bank Note of twenty Pounds, 
Doyle gave Evidence in this, as in the for- 
mer Caje, declaring, That //eman and he 
commited the Fact together. Then Eliæa- 
beth Jones being produced, ſwore, That the 
ſame Day, ihe met Doy/e and HWileman, 
| booted and ſpurred, and very dirty, in Bed- 
ferd- Rom, and that they ſhewed her the 
Bank Note, which when ſhewn to her, ſhe. 
depoſed to be the ſame. Arabella Manning 
depoſed, That on the Night of the Day the 
Robbery was committed, the Priſoner Mile- 
man, and Doyle, gave her a Dram, at a 
Ginſhop, in Drury-Laue, and that there, 
one of them let fall a Paper, and taking it 
up again, ſaid, That the Loſs of it would 
have been the Loſs of twenty Pounds. The 
Priſoner objected to the Characters of Doyle,, 
Zones, and Manning, and called ſome Per- 
ſons to his own ; but the Jury thinking the, 
Tact ſuſficiently proved, found him Guilty, 
of both Indictments. Undet Sentence of 
Death, his Behaviour was very regular, pro- 
ſeſſing a deep Sorrow and Repentance, for 
a very looſe Life which he had led, and at 
the ſame Time, preremptorily denying, That 
he had any Hand in, or knew any Thing

of,” either of thoſe Facts which had been 


ſworn againſt him, and for which he was to 


die. Notwithſtanding the moſt earneſt In- 
treaties were made uſe of to induce him to 
_ plain and fincere Confeſſion, yet he conti- 
nued always to aſſert his Innocence, as to 
' Thieving, letting fall ſharp and invidious 
Expreſſions againſt the Evidence Doyle, whom 
he charged with Swearing againſt him only 
to preſerve another guilty Perſon from Pu- 
niſhment, whom Filewany intended to pro- 


ſecute, and had it in his Power to convict. 


The Effects of his former good Education, 
were very ſerviceable to him, in this his 
great and laſt Misfortune; for he ſeemed to 
have very juſt Notions of thoſe Duties which 
were incumbent upon him in his miſerable 
State, therefore eſpecially towards the latter 
Part of his 'Time, he appeared gravely at 
Chapel, and prayed fervently in his Cell, 
until the Boy, Fames Grundy, whom we 
have mentioned before, put it in his Head to 
make his Eſcape; for the attempting which, 
they were all carried (as we have ſaid be- 
fore) into the old condemn'd Hole, and 
there ſtapled down to the Ground. 

As there is no Courage fo reaſonable as 
that which is founded in Chriſtian Princi- 
ples, ſo neither conſtitutional Eravery, nor 
that Reſolution which ariſes either "_ Cu-

ſtom, from Vanity, or other falſe Maxims, 
preſerves that ſteady Firmneſs at the Ap-

too ſtrong for the Mind, and which human 
Nature is unable to reſiſt ; HWileman's' Con- 
duct under his Misfortunes, fully verified 
this Obſervation, in its ſtrongeſt Senſe ; he 
only retained j t Notions of Religion, and 
diſenabled him to ſupport his Affliction, af- 
ter a very different Manner, from that in 
which it affected his two Companions, or as 
it had done himſelf before, from a juſt Con- 
templation of the Merey of God, and the 
Merits of his Saviour, he had brought him- 
ſelf to a right Idea of the Importance of 
his Soul, and thereby took himſelf off from 
the ſuperfluous Conſideration of this World, 
and ſtiled thoſe uneaſy Cenſations, with 
which Men are naturally ſtartled at the ap- 
proach of Death ; yet he did not in all this 
Time, alter a Jot in his Confeſſion, but af- 
ſerted calmly that he was innocent, and that 
Doyle had perjured himſelf, in order to take 
away his Life.

which at laſt he did, for about Fourſcore 
Pounds. The firſt thing that was done aſter 
the Receipt of the Sum of Money, was the 
Cloathing Madam in ' Mozmouth-ſtreet in an 
handſome Suit of blue flower d Sattin, with 
erery thing agreeable thereto; on their re- 
turn home the Man of the Houſe where 
they lodged flew into a great Paſfon, ſaid, 

he'd never ſuffer her to wear. ſach fine 
Cloaths unleſs he was paid what was due to 
him. Mr. Dyer in his Memoirs gives us this 
Story, dreſs d out with abundance of Oaths 
and fuch like Decorations, which we will 
venture to leave out, and relate the Adven- 
ture, as it gives a very good Idea of ſuch 
fort of Houſes, otherwiſe in his own 
Language.

ther in a Wedlock. Dyer thereupon pro- 
vided himſelf with a Coblar Stall in Leatber- 
Lane, work' d hard and liv'd well ; but as 
his Inclinations were always diſhoneſt, he 
could not long confine himſelf to Honeſty 
and Labour, but in a ſhort Space meeting 
with a young Man in the Neighbourhood, 
who was very uneaſy in his Circumſtances, 
and on ill Terms with his Friends, and very 
* een in his Mind, on 1 
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of the / Misfortunes under which he labour- 


ed; Dyer began immediately to caſt his 
Eyes upon him as one who would make 
him a fit Companion. It ſeems the other 
had exactly the ſame Thoughts; and one 


Day as they were walking together in the 


Fields, fays the Stranger to him, 711 tell you 
what, if you knew how Affairs ſtaud with me, 
you would adviſe me, I muſt either go upon the 
Highway or into Goal, that's a hard Choice, 
replied, Dyer, but did you ever do any thing 
of that kindꝰ No, ſaid the other, indeed not 
hitherto ; well then, ſays his Tutor again, 
have you any Piſtols? No, replied he, but 
I intend to aun my Watch and buy ſome. 
The Bargain was ſoon made between them. 
One Night they robbed 'a Man by the 
Old Spam, the ſame Night they robbed ano- 
ther by Saddlers-Well ; two or three Days 
after they robbed a Charriot, and took from 
Perſons in it Thirty Pounds; the young 
Practitioner in Thieving thought this a rare 
. way of getting Money, and therefore 
ollowed it very induſtrious in the Compa- 
pany of his Aſſiſtant. In Lincoln's-Iun- Fields 
they were hard put to it, for after they had 
committed a Robbery, abundance of /atch- 
men gathered about them, whom they ſuf- 
fered to advance very near them, but then 
fring two or three Piſtols over their Heads, 
Vor. IIL I they 
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they all ran, and ſuffered the Robbers to go 
which Way they would; a Multitude of 
other Facts they committed, untill. Dyer got 
into that Gang who robbed on Blagk-Heath 


of whom we have given ſame, Account. It 
:4 obſervable chat Dyer in his. own Narra- 


tive gives not the leaſt Account of his turn- 


ing Evidence, and hanging a great Number 


his Aſſociates, many of whom, as has 
been ſaid in the former Volumes, charged 
him with having firſt drawn them into the 
Commiſſion. of Crimes and then betrayed 
them. It ſeems this was among the Circum- 
ſtances of his Life, - which did not afford 
him any. Mirth, a thing to which through- 
out the, Courſe of his. Memoirs he is egregi- 
ouſly addicted ; however it was, I muſt in- 
form my Reader, that he remained for near 
ſeven Years a Priſoner in Newgate after his 
being an Evidence, untill at laſt he found 
means to get diſcharged at the ſame time 
with one Abrabam Dumbleton, who, was his 
Companion in his future Exploits, and 1ut- 
fered with him at the ſame time. M hen 
they were at the Bar, in order to their be- 
ing diſcharged out of Newgate; the Re- 
cerder with his uſual Hunſamty repreſented 
to them the Danger there was of their com- 
ing to an ill End, in caſe they ſhould. be ict 
at Liberty, and get again into the Compa- 
2 5 „ 
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ny. of their old Comrades, who might ſe. 


duce” them to their former Practices, and 
thereby become the means of their ſuffering 


ny violent and ignominious Death; adviſing 


them at the ſame time rather to ſubmit to 
2 voluntary Tranſportation whereby th 


Would gain 2 Paſſage into a new Country, 
inhabited by Hugliſbmen, where they might 


live honeſtly ——— dread of thoſe Re- 


oaches to which they would be ever liable 

ere; but they inſiſting upon their Diſ- 
charge, and promiſing to live very honeſtly 
for the future, their Requeſt was complied 
with, and they were ſet at Liberty. One 
of the firſt Crimes committed by Dyer al- 
terwards, was robbing a Vctnaller coming 
over Bloomsbury-market, between One and 
Two o'Clock in the Morning, and whom 
having thrown down and ſtopped his Mouth, 


they took from him his Siwer Watch, 15 


venteen Shillings in Money, two plain Rings, 
and his Buckles out of h's Shoes. They 
robbed another Man in the Fottenbam-Count 
Road coming to Town, tied him and then 
took from him about Two and Forty Shil- 
lings. Dyer alſo happening to be one Day 
a little cleaner, and better dreſod than ordi- 
nary, was taken notice of in Linceliſ s- Im- 
Fiela's, by one of thoſe abominable unna- 
rural Wretches who addict themſelves to 
I 2 Ho- 


Sodamy. He pretended to know him at firſt, 


and deſired him to ſtep to the Tavern with 
hm and drink a Glaſs of Wine, which the 
other readily complied with; in the 74- 


vern, Dyer took notice that the Gentleman 


Had a, good Diamond Ring upon his Finger, 


whereupon begging the Favour to ſee it, he 
put it upon his own Finger, and then ſud- 
denly taking notice of a Hackwey Coach 
which drove by with a ſingle Gentleman 
in it, he pretended. it was a Friend of his, 
.and that he muſt needs go down, and ſpeak 
a Word with him; under Pretence of doing 


- which, he went clear off with the Diamond 


Ring. 'Two or three Days after he met the 
lame Perſon who was a Man in Years, and 
of ſome Conſideration ; upon his asking Dyer 


ho he came to go off in that manner from 


the Tavern, he who was accuſtomed to ſuch 
Salutations, gave him a rough Anſwer, and 
the Spark fearing a worſe Accuſation might 
be alledged againſt himſelf, thought fit to 
go off without making any more Words a- 


bout it. I am not able to ſay how long af- 


ter, but certainly it could be no very conſi- 
derable Space before he and Dumbleton rob- 
bed Mr. Bradley in Kirbynfircet by Hatton- 
Garden, of his Hat and Wig, at the ſame 
time trampling on liim, beating him, and 
uſing him in the moſt cruel manner ima- 

ginable, 
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inable, as was ſworn by Mr. Bradley up- 
— ther Trial; 9 c the 
Watch with their Piſtols they got off fafe, 
and in a Night or two after broke open a 
Linnen Draper's Shop, and took out a large 
Parcel of Linnen; for theſe two Facts they 
were ſhortly after apprehended, and on very 
full Evidence convicted at the Old Bally 
UnDEx: Sentence of Death, Dyer ſaid, hae 
was ſorry for his Offence, but ſpoke of them 
in a manner that ſhew'd he had but a Slight” 
Senſe of thoſe heinous Crimes in which he 
had continued fo. long; his Narrative that 
he left behind him, and which was pabliſh- 
ed the Day before his Execution, is a na- 
nifeſt Proof of the ludicrous Terms which 
thoſe unhappy Creatures affect in the Re- 
lation of their own. Adventures. However, 
it becomes not us to judge concerning the 
Sentiments of a Perſon who in his taft Mo- 
ments profeſſed himſelf a Penitent ; inſtead. 
of doing which, we ſhalt produce the Speech

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The LIVES of William Rogers a pri- 
vate Thief, William Simplon a Horſe- 
ſtealer, aud Robert Oliver, alias 
William Johnſon a Thief. 


E firſt of theſe Perſons was 
—deſcended from very mean 
& Parents, who had however gi- 

ven him a tolerable Educati- 
on, ſo far as to qualify him by 

| Reading and Writing for any 
ordinary kind of Buſineſs, to which they in- 
tended to breed him on his coming to a fir 
Age ; they put him out Apprentice to a - 
Shoe-maker, with whom he liv'd out his 
Time, with the Approbation -of his Maſter 
and all who knew him. Afterwards he mar- 
ried a Wife, and work'd for ſome time ho- 
neſtly a Journey-man at his Trade, being 
exceedingly fond of his new Wife; but the 
being a Woman who lik'd living in a better 
State than he could afford by what he gain'd 
at his Work, and he being” deſirous to live 
more at home, and yet maintain her plenti- 
fully too, at laſt came to Picking and 
3 14 Thiev- 
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Thieving, and being detected in ſtealing 
ſome Shoes out of a Shop, he was for that 
Crime tranſported. In Maryland and Vir- 
ginia he continued ſome time working with 
the Maſters there at his Trade, who gave 
him great Encouragement, ſo that he might 

have liv'd very happily there, if he had not 
been deſirous of coming to England. His 
Mind ran continually on his Wife; it was 
for her ſake that he at firſt had fallen into 
theſe Practices; and to enjoy her Conver- 
lation, was almoſt the only thing which 
tempted him to return home. On his Ar- 
rival here, it was no doubt with the greateſt 
Uneaſineis that he heard his Wife, as ſoon 
as ever he went abroad cohabited with ano- 
ther Man, and could never afterwards be 
brought to ſee him, or give him any Aſſiſt- 
ance, no not when he was under his laſt and 
great Misfortunes. Her Unkindneſs afflic- 
ted the unhappy Man, ſo much that he grew 
careleſs of his ſafety, and thereby became 
ſpeedily apprehended, and was tried for 
his Offence in returning before the Time 
was expired; and the Fact being clear, he 
was preſently convicted. Under Sentence 
of Death, he ſeem'd to deplore nothing ſo 
much as the Unkindneſs of his Wife, who 
Would not ſo much as afford him one Viſit, 
when he had hazard, and-even .

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Life to viſit her: He confeſſed that he had 
been guilty of that Crime for which he had 
formerly been tranſported, but denied that 
he livd in ſuch a Courſe of Wickedneſs and 
Debauchtry as moſt Malefactors do; on the 
contrary, he faid, he was heartily ſorry for 
his Sins, and hoped that God would ac- 
cept his imperfe& Repentance. . 


William Simpſon, was a young Man of ol 


very good Parents in C Huceſterſbire, who had 
taken care to educate him carefully, both in 
the Knowledge of Letters and of true Reli - 
gion; they then put him out Apprentice to 
a Taylor, but not liking that Employment, 
he did not follow it, but liv'd with a Rela- 
tion of his who was a great Farmer in the 
Country. There it ſeems he ſtole a black 
Gelding to the Value of 'Ten Pounds, for 
which he was _ apprehended and com- 
mitted ro Priſon, and upon very full Evi- 
dence convicted. The unhappy Youth faid, 
nothing but Idleneſs and an Averſion to 
any Employment were the Cauſes of his 
committing an Act of ſuch a Nature, ſo con- 
trary to the Principles in which he had 
been inſtructed, and to which he was not 
tempted by ill Company, or driven to it by 
any Straits.

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WS William Cauftin, was born y 
i where in the Country, but the 
particular Place is not mention; 
ce in any Papers I have before 
me, neither am I able to ſay of what Condi- 
tion his Parents were; yet whether poor or 
rich they afforded him a very tolerable Edu- 
cation, and when he was grown big enough 
to be put out Apprentice bound him to a 
Barber, to whom he ſerved out his Time 
with remarkable Fidelity; when out of his 
Time he married a Wife and ſet up for him 
ſelf; yet whether through inevitable Mis- 
fortunes, or ſor want of good Management, 
I cannot; ſay, but he faiFd in a very ſhort 
Time after, and ſo was reduced to be a 
Journeyman again; however, his Character 
remained ſo unblemiſh'd that he was never

wards he came up to London, and lived here 
for ſeven Years as a Journeyman, in as good 
Reputation as it was poſſible for a young 
Man to have ; but having by that time got 
a good Quantity of Cloaths, and about ten 
Pounds'in his Pocket, he began to think him- 
ſelf too good to work, and unfortunately 
filling: into the Company of ſome idle de- 
bauch 'd Perſans of both Sexes, they ſoon 
led him into a Road of Ruin; amongſt theſe 
9 was 
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was one Bradley, a Fellow of his own Buſi- 
neſs, whoſe Company of all others he moſt 
affected. This Fellow having addicted him- 
ſelf to the Purſuit of the moſt ſcandalous 
Vices, eafily drew in Jounger to go with him 
to a Houſe where Gamſters reſorted, and 
adviſing him to venture his Money; Tounger _ 
was Fool enough to take his Advice, and ſo 
was bubled out of every Farthing of his 
Money; ſurprized and confounded at this 
extraordinary Turn which had reduc'd him 
to Indigence in a Moment, he did — 
but lament his own hard Fortune, and curſe 
his Indiſcretion for coming to ſach a Place. 
Bradley endeavoured to thaw him, telling 
him he would yet put him in a Way to get 
Money, and thereupon propoſed: going with 
him upon the Highway. In ordert to encou- 
rage him to which, he told him that at ſuch 
a Place they ſhould meet with a Man who 
had Fourſcore Pounds about him; ſo after 
abundance of Arguments, 'Tonnger yielded 
and out they went, from that Time fore- 
wards he gave a looſe to all his brutal In- 
clinations, aſſociated himſelf with no- body 
but common Whores and Thieves, ſpent 
his Time in Gaming, when not engaged ina 
worſe Employment, and never after his Ac- 
quaintance commenced with Bradley, thought 
of doing any thing either juſt or honeſt. 
But

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But his Courſe was of no very long *Conti- 
nuance, for having committed ſour or five 
Robberies, the laſt of which was in the 
Company of William Cauſtin, they were 


both apprehended, and as has been faid, up- 


on very full Evidence convicted. Under 
Sentence of Death they both of them blam- 
ed Bradley the Evidence, as the Perſon who 
had drawn them firſt to the Commiſſion of 
_ thoſe Crimes, for which they were now to 
anſwer with their Lives. Canftin's Wife 
died while he was under Sentence, and he 
thereby loft what little Comfort he had un- 
der his Afflictions; however, he endeavoured 
to compoſe himſelf the beſt he could, to ſuf- 
fer that Judgment which the Law had pro- 
nounced upon him, and which he himſelf 
acknowledged to be juſt. Younger on the 
other Hand was exceedingly timorous, and 
o terribly affrighted at the Approach of 
Death, that he ſcarce retained his Senſes, he 
confeſſed very freely the Exormities of his 
former Life; faid, that a more diſſolute 
Perſon than himſelf never liv'd; cry'd out 
againſt the Evidence Bradley,” as the Author 
of his Misfortunes, charged him with hav- 
ing painfully endeavoured to ſeduce him ; 
but in the Midſt of all this he wept bitterly, 
and ſhewed a greater Terror at the Approach 


of his Execution, than was ſeen amongſt 
- : | | any 
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any of the reſt who ſuffered with him; His 
Countenance being ſo much altered, that it 

was hardly poſſible for any Body to know 
him who had been acquainted with him be- 
fore, in ſo much that he looked for many 
Weeks before his Executien like a Perſon 
who had been already dead and buried. 

As the Day of his Diſſolution approach d, 
it was hoped that he would recover more 
Courage, but inſtead of that he became fo 
terribly frighted that he could ſcarce ſpeak, 
or ſhew any Signs of Life when he was 
brought to Tybury. Hoyever there he did 

gather Spirits a little, and ſpoke to the 
Crowd to take Warning by him, and avoid 
coming to that fatal Flace ; he aid, that he 
had been guilty but of five Robberies in all 
his Life, ſaid, he forgave his Proſecutors and 
the Evidence who ſwore againſt him, and in 
this Diſpoſition they both died at the fame 
Time with the, Malefactors before-mention- 
ed; Cauſtin being Thirty-ſix Years of Age, 
and Tounger about Thirty-four. a 
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ENRT KNOWLAND wa 


the Son of a Father of the fame 
Name who was a: Butcher, re- 
ceived tolerable. good Educa- 

tion at School, and was brought 
up by his Pather to his own: Buſineſs, but he 
was of a lewd Diſpoſition, continually run- 
ning after Whores, kecping lewd Company, 
Gaming and Drinking till he was able nei- 
ther to ſtand or go. He married his firſt 
Coufin, who had formerly been Wife to 
— the Evidence. It ſtems this very 
Knowland had been put into Mhite-Chapoi- 
Goal upon her ſwearing a Robbery againſt 
him ſor taking a Gold Chain off her Neck, 
but that Affair being accommodated, he a 
little after married her, which was perhaps 
no ſmall Cauſe of his future ruin. He was 
always diſhoneſt in his Principles, and ready 
to lay hold of fany Money without ever think- 
ing of paying it again. At Smith-Ficld he 
uled to be very dexterous in cheating Coun-

the Money, Knowland had an Accomplice 


ready-planted, who coming haſtily into the

a Gentleman at ſuch a Place deſired to peak 


with him, upon which he ariſing in a Hurry, 
tells the Country man he wou d return imme; 

diately and pay him his Money, while the 
Attendant in the mean while drove off the 
Beaſt, and ſo the poor Man was left with 
out hopes of ſeeing either Money or Bullock, 

and perhaps ruin'd into the Bargain, for be- 
ing oblig'd to pay his Maſter for the Beaſt 


that was loſt. 


Themas Weſtwood, the ſecond of theſe 
Offenders, was a Man deſcended of very 
mean Parents, who either had it not in their 
Power, or was ſo careleſs as to afford him 
little or no Education; he himfelf alfo be- 
ing a ſtupid obſtinate Fellow, who never 


took any Pains in endeavouring to attain to 


the leaſt Degree of Knowledge, but con- 
tented himſelf with living like a Beaſt, in a 
continual Round of Eating and Drinking, 
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and sleeping; by Trade he was a Sawyer 
nnd when he ed Buſineſs in His Trade; 
which, as the Ordinary tells us, he often did 
bring a poor pur - blind Creature, he either 
fold Saw - Duſt about Town, or elſe practiſ- 

_ ed as a Bailif*s-Follower, a Profeſſion which 
led him into yet greater Debaucheries and 
Extravagancies, than otherwiſe poſſible he 
might ever have fallen into. Knowland and 
he was apprehended on Suſpicion for being 
Robbers, and were tried at the O/d-Baily 
on four Indictments, all laid to have been 


committed on the ſame Day, viz. on the 


23d of November, 1729. The firſt was for 
aſſaulting 7obn Molton in an open Field, 
putting him in fear, and taking from him 
four Shillings. The Second was for aſſault- 
ing Mary Butler, and taking from her Six- 
pence in Money. The third was for aſſault- 
ing Nicholas Butler, and taking from him 
half a Guinea and one Shilling. The Fourth 
was for aſſaulting Anne Nailor, and taking 
from her Three and Six-pence in Money. 
The Proſecutors on all theſe Indictments 
ſwore poſitively to the Priſoners Faces. 
| Mr. Butler was deſperately wounded, the 
Ordinary ſays, he was mortally wounded, but 
through God's Grace recover d. In their De- 
fence they called a great Number of People 
to prove them in other Places at the 

Time 
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Time thoſe Robberies were committed, 
which they poſitively ſwore, but the Jury 
giving Credit to the Proſcutors Evidence, 
they were both found guilty ; however, they 
abſolntely denied the Crimes to the laſt; 
ſuffering at urn with great Marks of Sor- 
row and loud Exclamation to God to have 
mercy on their Souls, the ꝛgth of Frbruary, 
1730; Knowland being Twenty-four Years 
of Age, and WWe:ftwood Twenty-feven at the 
Time of their Deaths.

Froteſtations he has made, that he ſhould 
never otherwiſe have gone upon the Road 
again, but have lived and died free, at leaſt 
from that Sort of W je kedneſs, which indeed 
he had Reaſon to diſlike, fince he had faved 
his Life before by im impeaching Bird his Com- 
panion, who was hanged at Chelmsford at 
the Aſſizes held there for the County of 
Eher. When he had once taken this Reſolu- 
tion in his Head, it was not long before he 
equipped himſelf with Neceſſaries for his 
Employment. The firſt Robbery he com- 
mitted was upon a Lady in a Chariot, and 
the Lad defiring that he would put up his 
Piſtol, for fear of affrightening- a Child of 
fix Years old in the Coach with her, he did 
Io, and took from her a Guinea and ſome 
Silver, without touching her gold Watch; or 
_ any other valuable Things that ſhe had about 
her. He had ſcarce committed the Robbery, 
before the Lady's Husband and another 
Gentleman and his Company came up, and 


the Accident being related to them, 


they immediately purſued him as hard as 
their Horſes could gallop, and came fo cloſe 
up 
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up with him, that he was hardly got into 
the Globe Tavern, in Hatton-Garden, 4 and 
had ſent away his Horſe, before they paſſed 
by the Door; as ſoon as he thought t 
were out of Sight, he ſlipped away wi 
all the Precaution he was able, and got in- 
to a little blind Alehouſe in Holborn, where 
he had ſcarce light a Pipe, and called for a 
Tankard of Drink, before he perceived 
both the Gentlemen looking very earneſtly 
about, tho* he now looked upon himſelf as 
out of all danger. It was a very ſhort Time 
after that he committed the laſt Fact; which 
was the robbing of Mrs. Manley, and a Lady, 
who was in the Charriot with her, a black 
Boy being behind the Coach He got ſafe 
enough off, and in Town, after this Rob- 
bery; but how it was I cannot tell, his 
Neighbours ſuſpected him; and talked of 
himas a Highwayman, and reported very 
confidently that he was taken up, as it ſeems 
he was, but diſcharged again for want of 
Evidence. He was ſpeedily ſeized again, 
and being committed to Newgate, was 
brought to his Trial at the O/d-Bazley for the 
ſaid Fact. Mrs. Ellis depoſed that the Pri- 
ſoner was the Perſon who robbed the Coach, 
and that ſhe obſerved him follow it when 
they came out of Town.

The 
Truth is, that the Fellow in himſelf had 
abundance of ill Qualities, with ſome Good 
Ones; and eſpecially good Nature, of which 
he had a very large Share; lewd Women 
were what brought him to his Ruin; for to 
their Company he continually addicted him- 
ſelf; and with his low Intrigues amongſt 
them, is the Book I have mentioned ſtuffed 
from one End to t'other.

Body well, firing upon any who attempted 
to ride away from him, and beating and 
abuſing thoſe who ſubmitted to him. He 
drew in, as has been ſaid before, his Brother 
James, and deſerting him when purſued and 
in Danger, he was the Occaſion of his Death. 
It was allo ſuſpected that SÞrimpron and he 
were the Perſons who committed thoſe Rob- 
beries for which Know land and Neſtwood 
were executed ; however it were, he conti- 
nued for a conſiderable Space after the two

As for this unhappy Man his Son, he had

Drammond, he, and his Cou- 
ſin being ſeiz d, William turn d Evidence a- 
gainſt them, and at the enſuing Seſſions at 
the O/d-Bath, Sbrimpten being indicted for 
the Murder of Simon Prebent, Mr. Ty/on's 
Coach-man, and Robert Drummond for aids 
ing, abetting, and aſſiſting him, they were 
both upon full Evidence convicted; as they 
were alſo: convicted for a Robbery on the 
Highway, on Mr. Zyſon after the Death of 
the Coach- man.

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Mountains; throughout all Europe, there 
is no Soil in general more Fertile or better 
adapted to the Plough. The Fruits there 
are excellent, and great Quantities, Fow! 
is plentiful almoſt to exceſs, the Cattle are 
large and excellent; in fine nothing is poor, 
wretched or miſerable there except the 
People, who are Slaves to their Lords, and 
never enjoy even the Fruits of their own 
hard Labour. But to return to Prague, it 
is a City ſituated on a Hill, part of it ſtretch- 
ing down the Plain, having the River Mu/- 
dan running through it. The Buildings are 
of ſo large Extent, that this City is divided 
into three, and by ſome into four. Cities. 
The old City lies on the Eaſt of the River, 
is exceedingly Populous, and Houſes in that 
Quarter fair, but old faſhion'd ; here is the 
Quarter affign'd unto our Nation (7 e. the 
Fs) where e enjoy greater Priviledges, 
- aud are treated with more Lenity than in 
any other Pact of Germany. The Heads of 
our People deal to very great Advantage in 
Wer and precious Stones, dug out of the 
obemian Mines. The leſſer Town on the 
other Side of the River is more beautiful in 
its Buildings than the old Town, has fine 
Gardens and ſtately Palaces ; amongſt which 
there is the famous one of C unt Walleſtein; 
the Magnificence of which, may be the bet- 
e. .

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ter gueſs'd from our knowing, that a hun- 2 
ated. Houſes were pulled down to make 
Zoom for it. Its Hall i is thought one of. the- 
n al Europe, its Gardens are wonder- 
fully a eh and the Stables which he built 
here for his Horſes are almoſt beyond De- 
ſeription, Marble Pillars parted the Standing 
of. each Horſe from another.

His Relations ſoon ſhewed, by 
the Alteration of their Conduct, how little 
they approved his new State of Life; but 
that ſignified nothing to him, he ſtill went 
on at his old Rate, till at laſt perceiving his 
Parents would do nothing for him, he went 
with an idle Woman to Amſterdam; there 
he was uneaſy, not knowing what Courſe of 
Life to take, but at laſt ſubmitted to wear- 
ing a Livery, and got into Service. He be- 
haved himſelf amongſt the Spaniſh Fews 10 
well, that they gave him a Recommenda- 
tion to Baron Swaſſo in England; upon 
which he came over-hither, and entered into - 
his Service; he recommended him to Mr. 
Jae Mendez de Cofta, there he ſtaid for 
ome Time, with a good Character as a di- 
ligent Servant. From him he went to Mr. 
Villareal on Colledge-Hill. - It ſeems that 
while he continued at the Hague, he fell iu 
Love with a young Woman there, who con- 
tinually ran in his Head after his coming 
aver hither. As ſoon therefore as he got 
Money enough, he went over to the Hague, 
on purpoſe to make her a Viſit; when he 
came there, he found -ſhe was gone, which 
| „ made 
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made him very uneaſy, yet he reſolved not 
to go to Amſterdam, whither he heard ſhe 
72 from the Hague. However it was not 

Ing before ſhe was thrown in his way; for 
upon his coming over again to London, where 
he got into the Service of Mr. Jacob Mend:z 
de Coſta, he heard at a Barber's Shop of a 

young Maid juſt brought over from Hciland, 
and was then at her Uocle s in St. Mary-Av, 
not krowing where to get a Flacez uon 
inquiring her Name, he found it to 'be his 
old Acquaintance and Miſtreſs at the Hague; 

it was not long before he turned out the Co 
ut the Face where he lived, and brought 
Her home in her Place; for a ' while ſhe be- 
Haved like an honeſt and induſtrious Servant. 
But one Night, as Abraham went to Bed, 
he ſau her opening an Eſcrutoire with a 
Knife, Which ſhe ſaid ſhe could at any Time 
do. Abrabint at firſt forbid her, but ſhe, 
by her Endearments, quickly brovght kim 
over to her Party, inſomuch that after hav- 
ing lain wi h her, he conſented to rum mage 
the Eſerutore. In it they found Diamond 
Rings and other Jewels — a very great Va- 
lue.

She ſaid, No, and pretended to want 
Money, upon which he turned back and 
gave her a Guinea. Some time after he 
came to ſee her again, asked her the ſame 
Queſtion, and had the fame Anſwer; yet 
in a few Hours after ſhe cauſed him to be 
apprehended by the Pariſh Officers, the Ex- 
pences whereof coſt him five Guineas imme- 
diately, and he was obliged to depoſite 
fourteen Guineas niore as a Security that he. 
would indemnify the Pariſh. This threw 
him out of his Place, and tho" he got into 
another, and behaved well in it, yet going, 
into the Servi e of Mr. 7obn Mendez. de 
Coſta, he became there ſo uneaſy on Account 
of his Child, and ſome other troubleſome 
Affairs, that he ventured on ſtealing eight 
Silver Spoons, five Silver Forks, two Pair 
of Silver Canniſters, a Diamon4 Ring va»

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jue Two Hundred and Fifty Pounds, a Pair 
of Diamond Ear- Rings worth Ninety 
Pounds, thre? Diamond Buckles, and other 
Goods of a great Value ; for this Fact he 
was proſecuted, and on very full Evidence 
convicted. Under Sentence of Death, the 
Ordinary informs us that he appeared to be 
better acquainted with Hebrew than is com- 
mon amongſt the eus: He came up to the 
Chapel rather for the Air than for Devotion, 
however he one Day ſung Part of a Pſalm. 
His Hatred againſt his Proſecutor was ſtrong 
and unconquerable ; for when the , Miniſter 
told him it was his Duty to forgive him, he 
faid he did not know whether it was or no 
according to their Law, and ſometimes ſaid, 
that Heaven might deal with the ſame Ju- 
ſtice by him hereafter, as he had been dealt 
with here. 
ide Time of his Death approached, he 
grew graver, and read more conſtantly. in 
thoſe Books he had in brew Characters of 
his own Religion; however he wrote a Letter 
to the Gentleman he robbed in very harſh 
Terms, and applied to him ſome of the Im- 
precations of the Hundred and Ninth P/a/m. 
At the Place of Execution he had two Men 
with him, who were muttering ſomething or 
other in his Ear. He had a little Hebrew 


Prayer-Book in his Hand, and read in it, 
when 
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when being aga in perſuaded to forgive his 
Proſecutor, he at laſt in a faint Voice an- 
fwered, he did; and then ſubmitted to his 
Fate at Tyburn on the 1 2th of May 1730, 
being then about 22 Tears of Age.

Diſpoſition, and that of my 
Comrades, I gave it as my Opinion, that 
nothing can be more unfortunate to the Pub- 
lick, than the Mercy of Government in even 
pardoning and tranſporting us, unleſs we be- 
tray one another, as we never fail to do if 
we are ſure to be well paid; and then a 
Pardon may do good; by the ſame Rule,

Farm than three or four; but we generally 
make a Shift to return after being tranſport- 
eq, and are ten times greater Rogues than 
before, and much more cunning. Beſides, 
I know it by Experience, that ſome Hopes 
we have of finding Mercy when we are 
tried, or after we are condemned, is always 
a great Encouragement to us. | 
- © » Third, nothing is more dangerous to idle 
young Fellows, than the Company of thoſe 
odious common Whores we frequent, and of 

Theſe Wretches 
put us upon all Miſchief to feed their Luſt 
and Extravagance; they are ten Times more 
bloody and eruel than Men; their Advice 
is always not to ſpare if we are purſued, 
they get drunk with us, and are common to 
us all; and yet if they can get any thing 
by it, are ſure to be our Betrayers.

breaking open Shops, flebing Bundles at 
Dusk of the Evening; all the Money they 
got by theſe Practices was ſpent among the

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comtnon Women of the Town, whoſe Com- 
pany they frequented; then the Ola-Baily 
and Smit hſield-Clayſters became the Place of 
their Reſort, from whenge they carried away 
Goods to' a conſiderable Quantity, ſold them 
at under Rates, and ſquandered away the 
Money upon Strumpets.

in Piccadilly, and ſtaid there, until the next

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time, and was extravagant in ſpending his 
Money on her; he alſo ſoon got acquainted 
with one N. B. a Man now alive, and they 
turned out together ; none was able to ſtand 
againſt them, for they had-every thing that 
came in their Way; and in plain Terms, 
there was not a Man that carried Money 


about him, within eight Miles of Dublin, if 
they met him, but they were ſure to get 


what he had: Being grown ſo wicked, 
D— was at length taken for a Robbery 
and committed to Newgate, then kept by 
one Mr. Hawkins, who uſed him barbar- 
ouſly, inſomuch that he wiſhed himſelf out 
of his Hands; accordingly he got his Irons 
off and broke out of the Goal; Hawkins 
knowing all the Bums in Dublin, ſent then 
up and down the City to take him, but to 
no Purpoſe; however, they rooted” him fair- 
ly out of that Neighbourhood. Then he 
he returned to Faterford, where he appoint- 
ed his Wife and Friend ſhould meet him, 
which they did, and in about four Hours 
aſter he came there he found them out, and 
there being a Ship bound for Briſtol, he ſent 
them. on — agreed with the Captain 
and went himſelf on board the ſame Night; 
when they hoiſted their Sails and got down 
to Paſſage near Waterford; but the Wind 
proving - contrary, they were oblig d to re- 


turn 
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turn back, and then conluded it was deter- 
mined for D— to be taken, which he had 
been, had he kept on board, but he luckily 

on Shore, when it was agreed to go to 
Cork, where they met with an honeſt Cock 
of a Landlord, and kept himſelf very pri- 
vate, making the poor Man believe that his 
Companion and he were two that were raiſ- 
ing Men for the Chevalier s Service, and 
that their keeping ſo private proceeded from 
a Fear of being diſcovered. The poor Man 
had then a double regard for them, he be- 
ing a Lover in his Heart of —. D—- 
then ſent his Wife to ſee for a Ship, and 
Hawking having purſued him from Dubl un, 
happened to ſee her, and dogged her to the 
Ship where ſhe went on board, ſending Of- 
ficers to ſearch, for he was ſure he ſhould 
find him there, but he was miſtaken, bur 
they took his poor Wife up to ſee if they 
could make her diſcover where he was, and 
ordered a ſtrong Guard to bring her to Cork 
Goal ; a Boat was provided to bring her on 
Shore, but ſhe telling the Men ſome plau- 
ſible Stories, that her Husband was not the 
Man they repreſented him to be; one of 
the Watermen having ſtripped off his Cloaths 
in order to row, and there being a great ma- 
ny honeſt Fellows in the Boat, they aſſiſted 
her in putting on Waterman's Cloaths, 
N33 | which 
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which as foon as done, the Fairly got a away 


from them, and came and acquainted D-— 
that Hawkins was in Town, and how ſhe 
had been in Danger. They then concluded 
on leaving Cork, hir d Horſes that Night 
and came to a Pte called Malou, within 
Ten Miles of Cork, the next Day they tra- 
velled to Limrick, where D — bought a 
_ Horſe, Bridle, thc. and went towards Ga/- 
Irway, and in all his Tourney round about 
got but two Prizes, which did not amount 
to above Fifteen Pounds. " 

SOME time after, his Wife was tran- 
ſported, which gave him a great deal of 
Concern, and could not be any way con- 
tent without her; ſo getting ſome Money 
together he went to Virgjnin, and having 
arrived there ſoon met with her, having 
had Intelligence where to enqdire for her. 
The firſt Houſe he came into was one /- 
lam Dalton's, who had fome Days before 
bought the late noted James Dalton, who 
was then his Servant, whom he very often 
uſed to ſend along with D— in his Boat 
to put him on board a Ship. Then he 
thought it his beſt way to buy his Wife“ 
Liberty, which he did, paying fifreen Pound: 
for it. He had then a conſiderable deal of 
Money about him, and removed from that 
Part of the Country where ſhe was 8 ** 
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and went-to.New-7ort, Being arrived there 
he ſoon got acquainted with ſome of his 
Countrymen, with whom he had uſed to 
go a Hunting and to the Horſe Races, ſo he 
ſpent ſome time in ſeeing the Country; and 
by chance came to hear of à Name-ſake of 
his, that lived in an . Ifland a little Diſtant 
from New-7drk.; and being willing to fee 
any of his Name he ſent for him, and he ac- 
cording to Ds Requeſt; wrote to him 
that he would come the next Day, which 
he did, and proved to be his Uncle; the old 
Man was overjoy'd to ſee D——, and car- 
ried him home with him, where he ſtaid a 
long time, and ſpent a great deal of Money: 
His Uncle was very much affronted at D—'s 
ill Treatment of the Natives, whom he ſe- 
verely beat, inſomuch that the whole Place 
was afraid of him, and all intended to join 
and take the Law of him. Soon after he 
departed from New-Tork and went to Boften, 
where: he remained ſame time, and at length 
he reſolved within himſelf to ſettle and 
work at his Trade thinking it better to do 
ſo than to ſpend all his Money, and be ob- 
liged to return to Exglaud or [reland, with- 
out a Penny in his Pocket; he did ſo, and 
having agreed with a Maſter he went to 
work, and was very ſaving and frugal ; ho 
remained with that Man till by his Wife's 
N — | In- 
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"Induſtry he had got. of that Country Mo- 
"ney, concluding what he got of his.own, 
about two hundred Pounds Engliſh Money; 


then he adviſed his Wife, to go for Ireland 
in the firſt Ship that was bound that Way, 
laying all her Money out to Twenty Pounds, 
and ſhipped the Goods which he had bought, 
on board for her Account; ſhe then went 
for Irdand, and D-— for. England, pro- 
miſing to go over to her as ſoon as he could 
get ſome Money, for he had then an Inclina- 
tion to leave off his old Trade of Collecting. 
Berns arrived at London, he met with 

a certain Perſon, with whom he joined, and 
as he himſelf terms it, never bad Man a 
braver Companion; for let him puſh at what 
- he would, his new Companion never flinched 
one Inch. They turned out about London 
for ſome Time, and got a great deal of Mo- 
ney ; for nothing hardly miſſed them. They 
uſed a long Time the Roads about Houn/ſ/:w, 
Hampſtead, and Places adjacent, till the Pa- 

pers began to deſcribe them, on which they 
they went into Eſſex, and | robbed ſeveral 
Graficrs, Farmers and others. Then they 
went to Biſhop-Storiford in Hertfordſhire, 
where they robbed one Man in particular, 
_ who had his Money tied up under his Arm 
in a great Purſe. D— ſays, that he had 


ſome Intelligence from a Friend that the 
{ Man 
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Man had Money about him, he made him 


ſtrip in Buff, and then found out where he 


had lodged it, and took it; but he did not 
uſe him any ways ili, for he ſays it was the 
Man's Buſineſs to conceal it, as much as his 
to diſcover it. D— and his Partner hearing 
of a certain Fair, which was to be in a fe v 
Days after, they reſolved to go to it, and 
coming there took Notice who. took moſt 
Money. In the Evening they took their 
Horſes, and about three Miles diſtant from 
the Town there was a Green, over which 
the People were obliged to come from the 
Fair; there came a great many Graſiers and 
Farmers, whom they robbed of upwards of 
Eight Hundred Pounds. At this Time 
D—. had in Money and, valuable Things, 
ſuch as Diamonds, Rings, Watches, to the 
amount of about Sixteen Hundred Pounds: 
His Partner had alſo a great deal of Money, 
but not ſo-much as D—, by Reaſon he 
(D—) had got ſome very often which he 
had no right to have a Share of; D went. 
again for freland, and carried all his Money 
with him; and having a great many poor 
Relations, diſtributed part of it amongſt 
them, ſome he lent, which he could never 
get again, and in a little his Money grew - 
ſhort, having frequented Horſe-Races, and 
all publick Places. However, before all 
ok If | was 
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was beben to Englan bollowi 
his old Courſe of Liſe, he 5 rd 
ſeyeral 'Broils;/ which with a little Money 
* Few Friends he got over. In a ſhort 
Space of Time he became d with 
5 Widman'; they two, with another 
Perſon concerned with them, committed ſe- 
veral Robberies, at length they were diſco- 
vered, apprehended, and committed to:New- 
Fate; Nam it ſoems had an Itching to 
an Evidence againſt D- and I G. 
but D. made himſeif an Evidence, being 
really, as he ſaid, for his oun Freſerva tion 
and not for the fake — any Reward," | 
D. s Wife cond Time tranC 
ported, he went wit er nid ſame Ship, 
and having arrived in Virginia, ſtaid there 
ſome time, till ſhe began to gro weary of 
the Place: But as he was always too indul- 
gent to her, he bought her her Liberty, and 
Tipped her” and himſelf on board the firſt 
Ship that came for Erxgland, wien in ſeven 
Weeks Fime they arrived in the Doums; 
oon After they came up to Londa, but were 
not long in Town, before his Wife was taken 
up for returning from Tranſportation, and 
committed to Newgate, where 'ſhe remained 
*rill the Seffions following, and being brought 
upon her Trial, pleaded guilty; when they 
came to palsFemence upon her, ſhe: produced 
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his Majeſty's moſt gracious Pardon, and was 
ad. nitted to ere to plead the 3 
thereupon diſcharged. D in a ſhort time 
after; went to the Hef} of Huglauu, where 
he ſtaid:ſome Fime, following his old way 
of Liſe, and affociating hinfelf with a cer- 
tain Companion, got a conſiderable Sum of 
Money, and came to Miridoraugh; and ha- 
ving continued ſome time in that Neigh- 
_ baurboad, they uſually kept the Markets, 
where they commonly cleared Five Pounds a 
Day. Going from Afanborougbh they came 
to Hungerford, and put up their Horſes at 
the George- lun, and having ordered ſome- 
thing for Dinner, ſaw ſame Cragiers on the 
Road; but one of them being an old Sporti- 
man, and a Rrother Tradeiman of D- 5 
formerly, knew the faid D-. immediately 
by the Deſcription given of him, and ver) 
honeſtly; came to him; and told him that he 
had a Charge of Money about him, and 
withal begged that he would not hurt him, 
ſince he had made ſo ingenuous a Confeſſion, 
deſiring O- — to make the beſt of his way 
to another Part of the Country, telling him 
at the lame. Time where he lived in Londen, 
and that if he ſfould act honourably by him, 
he would put a Tho and Pounds in his 
Pocket in a Months Time; according to the 
G/aZ22r's Directions D- = and his Conpa- 


non 
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nion departed ; but having met (as D— 
"phraſes it) with a running Chace in their 
Croſs-way which they had taken for Safety, 
they were obliged to return back into the 
main Road again, and by accident put up 
at the ſame Inn where the GraZiers and his 
Companions were that Evening. The Gra- 
ſier, as ſoon as he ſaw D—, came in and 
drank a Bottle with him, and then retired 
to his Companions, without taking any man- 
ner of Notice of him. 

As they came for London, they took every 
Thing that came into their Net, and in three 
Days time D— paid his Brother Sportſman 
(the Gragier) a Viſit ; who received him 
very handſomely, and appointed him to 
meet him the next Market-Day at the Grey- 
bound in Smithfield, in order to make good 
part of his promiſe to him. D — and his 
Companion went to him, put up their 
Horſes at the ſame Inn, and paſſed for 
Country Farmers. This GraZier, who for- 
merly had been one of the ſame Profeſſion, 
being now grown honeſt, and bred a Butcher, 

was then turned Saleſman in Smithfield, and 
ſold Cattle for Country GraZzters, and ſent 
them their Money back by their Servants 
who had brought the Cattle to Town. Ha- 
ving drank a Glaſs of Wine together, they 
began to talk about Buſineſs ; and the Gra- 
Zier 
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Zier being obliged to go into the Market 
to ſell ſome Beaſt, deſired D—- and his 
Companion to ſtay there till he returned. 
When he came he gave them ſome little In- 
ſtructions how they ſhould proceed in an 
Affair, he had then in View to ſerve them in, 
and having taken his Advice, they rode out 
of Town, and it being a Wefi-Country Fare, 
they rode Turnbam-Green way; they had not 
Time to drink a Pint of Wine before the 
Weſt-Country Chapman came jogging along. 
They took Two Hundred and Forty Pounds 
from him, making (as D— terms it) a 
much quicker Bargain with him, than he had 
done with the Butcher at Smithfield ; the 
Chapman beg'd hard for ſome to 
carry him home to his Family, and after 
they had given him Two Guineas, he ſaid 
to them that he had often travelled that 
Road with Five Hundred Pounds about him, 
and never had been ſtopped; to which 
D — replied, That half the Highwaymen 
who frequented that Road were but mere 
Old Women, otherwiſe he would never have 
had that to brag of, and then parted. 5 
lays, that the honeſt Man at Smithfield had 
Poundage of him as well as from the Gra- 
Zier, ſo that he ated in a double Capacity.

4 TAE Y went. at the time eppointed, and 
having drank a Morning Glaſs ſtepped into 
the Market and ftaid ſome time, their Bro- 
cher S portſinan being very buſy made an 
Excuſe ao D , andchis Companion, telling 
therm there was hothing to he done in their 
Way till the Evening, deſiring them to be 
patient. They remained in and about Smith- 
field till then; and Market being entirely 
over, their Friend came up to the I lace ap- 
pointed; and ſhe ed thema Man on Horſe- 
back to whom he had juſt paid Fifty Pounds, 
D. and his Companion immediately called 
for their Horſes, took leave af their Friend, 

and kept in Sight of the Countrymen till he 
was out of Town, and when he was got near 
the Adam and Ee at Nenſingtan they came 


up to iim, and mad 1 
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Men of their Profeſſion. He was very un- 
willing to part from his Money, making an 
Attempt to ride away, but they ſoon over- 
too him, and after ſome Diſpute tod e 

Fe _ — eee in N ; 
and is reſifti e hi ck only a 
Crown to dart, Der home. Fre 
in his Memoirs makes this Obſervation; 
that they always robbed between Sun and 
Sun, that the Perſons robbed might make 
the pay them that Money back, if 
they thought fit: to ſue them for it: Neut 
Morning and his Companion came to 
the Place appointed, and not meeting with 
their Brother Sportſman: ſent for him, where 
they drank: together and talked (as uſually?) 
about Buſinels, paying him Poundage

formation; for they uſually dealt wirhrhim as 
a Cuſtom.houſe Officer does by am Informer; 
after which-they parted for that time, and 
did not meet in a Month aſter Aſter- 
wards they went up and down Hertfordſhire, 
but got ſcaree Money enough to bear their 
Expences; but where there were ſmall get- 
tings they hd the more frugal; for D —— 

obſerves that if the Country did not bear 
their Expences wherever he travelled, he 
thought it very hard; and that if he 1 
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of Gaming one Day, he commonly got as 
much the next as he could well deſtroy... 
Hirn TO we have kept very cloſe to 
thoſe Memoirs which Mr. D — left be- 


hind him, which I did with this view, that 
my Readers might have ſome Idea of what 


| bring y you to the Concluſion of his Sto- 
ry, — wo orming you, that finding himſelf 
beſet at the ſevered Lodgings which he kept 
by way of Precaution, he for ſome Days 
behaved himſelf with much CircumſpeRion, 
but happening to forget his Piſtols, he was 
ſeiz'd coming out of an Inn in Drurg-Lane, 
and tho he made as much Reſiſtance as he 
was able, yet they forc'd him into a Coach 
and conveyed him to Newgate. Tis hard 
to ſay, what Expectations he entertained-af- 
ter he was-once apprehended ; but * — rea- 

ſonable to believe that he had ſtrong hopes 
Of Life, notwithſtanding his pleading - 
at his Trial, for he diſſembled "till « time 
of the coming down of the Dead- Warrant, 
and then declared he was a Reman Cat holict, 
and not a Member of the Church of Eng- 
land as he had hitherto pretended. He 
ſeem'd to be a tolerable good natur d Man, 
but exceſſively vicious, at the ſame time 
that he was extravagantly fond of the Wo-

. — on think of themſelves; I ſhall 
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Pleaſure in the Relations of thoſe Adven- 
tures which had happened to him, in this. 
Exploits on the Highway, and expreſſed him 
felt with much ſeeming Satisfaction, becauſe 
as he ſaid, he had never been guilty of beat- 
ing or uſing Paſſengers ill, much leſs of 
wounding or attempting to murder them ; in 
general Terms, he pretended to much Peni- 
tence, but whether it were that he could not 
get over the natural Vivacity of his own 
Temper, or that the Principles of the Church 
of Rome, as is too common a Caſe, proved a 
ſtrong Opiate in his Conſcience; however 
it were I ſay, D — did not ſeem to have 
any true Contrition for his great and mani- 
fold Offences; on the contrary he appeared 
with ſome Levity, even when on the very 
Point of Death; he went to Execution in a 
mourning Coach, all the way he read with 
much ſeeming Attention in a little Popiſi 
Manual, which had been given him by one 
of his Friends. At the Tree he ſpoke a 
little to the People, told them, that his Wife 
had been a very good Wife to him, let her 
Character in other Reſpects be what it 
would ; then declared he had left behind him 
Memoirs of his Life and Conduct, to which 
he had nothing to add there, and from 
which I have taken verbatim a great Part 
of what I have related ; and then having

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nothing more to offer to the World; he ſub- 
mitted to Death on the Firſt of June, 1930, 
but in what Year: of his Age I cannot ſay;

not only threatened him with ſhooting him, 
but as he pretended, by his Hand ſhaking 
Was as good as his Word, and actually 
wounded him in ſuch a Manner, as he in all 
Probability at that time took to be mortal;

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guilty, and the very ſame Day his Wife was 
indicted tor the Rob of her Miſtreſs ; 
when the Fact was charg d upon thus: That 

ſhe on a Sunday conveyed Toung ſecretly up 
Stairs in her Miſtreſs's Houſe, where ſhe 
paſs d for a ſingle Woman; That he took an 
Opportunity to break open a Cloſet, and to 
ſteal from thence ninety Guineas, and ten

When under Sentence of Death, this un- 
fortunate Perſon began to have a true Senſe 
of his own miſerable Condition; he was very 
far from deny ing the Crime for which he 
ſuffered, although he ſtill continued to deny 
ſome of the Circumſtances of it. 'The Judg- 
ment which had been pronounced upon him, 
he acknowledged to be very juſt and rea- 
ſonable, and was ſo far from being either 
angry or afrighted at the Death he was to 
die, that on the contrary he ſaid, it was the 
only thing that gave his Thoughts eaſe; to 
tay Truth, the Force of Religion was never 
more viſible in any Man, than it was in this 
unfortunate MalefaRor ; he was ſenſible of 
his Repentance being both forc'd and late, 
which made him attend to the Duties there- 
of, with an extraordinary Fervor and Appli- 
cation; he ſaid, that the Thoughts of his 
Diſſolution had no other Effect upon him, 
than to quicken his Diligence in imploring 
God for Pardon. To all thoſe who viſited 
him either from their Knowledge of him in 
former Circumſtances, or as too many do, 
from the Curioſity of obſerving how he 
would behave under thoſe melancholy Cir- 
cumſtances in which he then was.

Rex of all Evil; the Tranſports of 
ee Paſſion are ſometimes prevent- 
Fed from having fatal Effects, 
eicher by the Precautions of 
thoſe whom we Quarrel, or a ſudden Re- 
flection of our own. Minds, checks our 
Hand; but where Men have abandoned 
themſelves to Wickedneſs, and give them- 
ſelves up to the Commiſſion of every kind 
of Evil without Reſtraint, there is little 
Hopes to be entertain'd of their ever mend- 
ing, and if the Fear of a ſudden Death, 
work a true Repentance tis all that can be 
hop'd; for this unfortunate Man of whoſe 
Actions the Courſe of our Memoirs obliges 
us to treat ; he was deſcended from Parents 
who liv'd at Marlow in the County of Salop, 
who were equally honeſt in their Reputa- 
tions, and eaſy in their Circumſtances ; they 
ſpared nothing in the Education of their Son,

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and its hard to ſay, whether their Care of

Polſons Ear, he reſolved not to let an inno- 
cent Perfon ſuffer (which was indeed a very 
juſt and honourable Act) whereupon: he 
wrote an humble Letter to» his Father, ac- 
knowledging his Fault, begging Pardon for 
his Offences, and deſiring that he would not 
proſecute the poor Woman; or ſuffer her to- 
lye any loeger under the Odlum of 'a Fact 
of which ſhe had not the leaſt Know : dge;

again, that is, it produeed want of Grace, 
impatient to be at his old Practices, tir'd 
with work, and yet not knowing how to get 
Money, he at length reſolved to go into 
Males and ſteal Horſes; this Project he 
executed, and took one from one Mr. Lewis 
of a onſiderable Value, he ſold it to a Lon- 
ac Butcher for. about Sixteen Pounds, at a 
Village not far from Shretusbury. That 
Money did him a little good, and therefore 
bethought bimfelf of Wales. Accordingly 
be equipped himſelf with a little Pad, and 
out he ſet in queſt of Purchaſe; at a little Inn 
in Hales he met with a Gentleman whom he

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a Shift to pick up as much as kept him pret- 
ty well all the Way; on his Arrival in 
Town he ſet up his Place of Reſidence in an 
Inn near Leather-Lane in Holborn, where he 
remained one whole Day to reſt himſelf af- 
ter the Fatigue of his Northern Journey; 
there he reflected on the fad State in which 
his Aﬀairs were, being without Money and 
without Friends, juſtly di ed by his 
Friends in the Country, and hated and diſ- 
piſed by all his Neighbours. His Debts too 
amounted” there to near a Hundred and 
Forty Pounds, ſo that there was no bopes in 
going back. The Amount of theſe Cogita- 
tions was that the next Day he would go 
out on the Road towards Hampſtead, and 
ſee what might be made there, he accord- 
ingly did ſo, but with very ill Succeſs; how-

Cloak over me, and carried me away; In 
the Night they alighted at a Hayrick, which 
ſtood near unto a Stone-Pit, by a Walk-ſide, 
e where 
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where they "took away my Money. About 
two * . Day: 2 I heard one of 
-them tell the other he thought it to be then) 
they tumbled me into the Stone Pit; they 
ſtaid as I thought, about an Hour at the 
Hayrick; hen they took Horſe again, one 
of them bade me come out of the Pit; 1 
anſwered, they had my Money already; and 
asked what they would do with me; where- 

upon he ſtruck me again, dre me out; and 
put a great Quantity of Money into my 
Pockets, and mounted me again, aſter the 
fame Manner; and on Friday about Sun- 
ſetting, they brought me to a lone Houte 
upon a Heath, by a Thicket of Buſhes, 
where they took me down almoſt Dead, 
being ſorely bruiſed with the Carriage of 
the Money. When the Woman of the 
Houſe ſaw that I could neither ſtand nor 
dpeak, ſhe asked them whether or no they 
had brought a dead Man ? they anſwered no, 
but a Friend that was Hurt, and they were 
carrying me to a Surgeon; ſhe anſwered, if 
they did not make haſt, their Friend would 
be dead, before they could bring him to 
one; there they laid me on Cuſhions, and 
ſuffered none to come into the Room, but a 
little Girl; there we ſtayed all Night, they 
giving me ſome Broth, and Strong Waters. 
In the Morning very early, they Mounted 
SF 2 | me 
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me as before; and on Say Night, they 
brought me to a Place, where were two or 
three Houſes, in one of which 1 lay all 
Night, on Cuſhions by their Bed-ſide. On 
Sunday Motning they carried me from thence; 
and about three or four of the Clock, they 
brought me to a Place · by the Sea Side, call d 
Deal, where they laid me down on the 
Ground, and one of them ſtaying by me, 

the other Two walked a little off to meet a 
Man, with whom they talked, and in their 
Diſcourſe, I heard them mention Seven 
Pounds, after which they went away toge- 
ther, and about half an hour after returned. 
The Man (whoſe Name, as I after heard, 
was Wrenſhaw) faid he feared J would die, 
before they could get me on Board; then 
preſently they put me into a Boat, and car- 
ried me on Skip board, where my Wounds 
were dreſſed. I remained in the Ship, as 
near as I could reckon, about ſix Weeks, in 
which Time T was indifferently recovered, of 
my | Wounds and Weakneſſes. Then the 
Maſter of the Ship came and told me (and 
the Reſt who were in the fame Condition) 
that he diſcovered three Zirkiſh Ships; we 
all offered to Fight in defence of the Ship, 
and our Selves, but he commanded us to 
keep cloſe ; and faid, he would deal with 
them well enough. A little while after, he

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called us up, and when we came on Deck, 


uwe ſaw two Turkiſb Ships, cloſe by us; into 
one of them we were put, and placed in a 
dark hole, where how long we continued 
before we we were landed, I know not. 
When we were landed, they led us two 
Day's. Journey, and put us into a great 
Houſe or Priſon, where we remained four 
Days and a half, and then came to us, eight 
Men to view us, who ſeemed to be Officers; 
they called us, and examined us, of our 
Trades and Callings, which every one 
anſwered ; one ſaid he was a Surgeon; ano- 
ther that he was a Broad Cloath Weaver; 
and. I after two or three Demands, ſaid, I 
had ſome skill in Phyſick, we three were 
ſet by, and taken by three of theſe eight 
Men, that came to view us: It was my 
Chance, to be choſen by a grave Phyſician, 
of eighty ſeven. Years of Age, who lived 
near to Smyrna, who had formerly been in 
England, and knew. Crowlaud in Lincolnſhire, 
. which. he perferred before all others in Eng- 
land. He employed me to keep his Still- 
Houſe, and gave me a Silver Bowl, double 
Gilt, to drink in. My buſineſs was moſt in 
that Place; but once he ſet me to gather 
Cotten-wool, which I not doing he ſtruck 
me to the Ground, and after drew his Sit- 
tetto to Stab me; but I holding 95 my 
3 | * an 
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hands to him, he gave a Stamp, and turned 
from me, for which, I render thanks to my 
Lord and Saviour Feſts Chrift, who ſtaid his 
hand and preſerved me, I was there about 
a Year and three, Qnarters, and then my 
Maſter fell Sick on T7; hurſday, and ſent for 
me, and calling me as he uſed by the Name 
of Bell, told me he ſhould die, and bid me 
ſhift for my ſelf. He died on Saturday ſol- 
lowing, and I preſently haſtened with my 
Bowl, to a Port almoſt a Days Journey 
diſtant, the Way to which Place I knew, 
having been twice there employed by my 
Maſter, about the Carriage of the Cotten- 
Wool. When I came thither, I addreſſed. 
my ſelf to two Men, who. came out of a 
Ship of Hamborough, which (as they faid) 
was bound for Portugal, within three or four 
Days. I enquired of them for an Engliſh - 
Ship, they anſwered there was none: I en- 
treated them to take me into their Ship, they 
anſwered, they durſt not, for fear of Ying. 
diſcovered by the Searchers, which might, 
Occaſion the Forfeiture, not only of their 
Goods, but alſo of their Lives. I was very 
importunate with them, but could not pre- 
vail; they left me to wait on Providence, 
which at length brought another out of the 
ſame Ship, to whom I made known my 
Condition, craving his Aſſiſtance, for my 
l Tranſportation; 
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Tranſportation ; he made me the like 


Anſwer as the Farmer, and was as ſtiff in 


his Denial; till the Sight of my Bowl, put

Hs returned to the Ship, and 
after an Hpurs ſpace, came back again ac- 
companied with another Seamen, and for 
my Bol, undertook to Tranſport me, but

So they. took me on Board, and placed me 
below in-the Veſſel, in a very uneaſy Place, 
and obſcured me with Boards, and other 
Things, where I lay undiſcovered, notwith- 
ſtanding. the ſtrict Search, that was made in 
the Veſſel. My two Chapmen, who had 
my Bowl, honeſtly furniſhed me with Vic- 
tuals daily, untill we arrived at Lisbon in

they, ſet me on Shore Moneyleſs, to ſhift for 
my Self I knew not what Courſe to take; 
but as Providence led me, I went up into the 
City, and came into a fair Street, and being 
Weary I turned my Back to a Wall, and 
leaned upon my Staff; over-againſt me were 
four Gentlemen diſcourſing together, after 
a while one of them came to me, and ſpake 


to me a Language that I underſtood not; I 
told him I was an Eng/iſbman, gs

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ſtood not what he ſpoke ; he anſwered me 
in plain Engliſh, that he underſtood me, and 
was himſelf born at Visbich in Liuclonſbire; 
then I related to him my ſad Condition, and 
he taking compaſſion on me, took me with 
him, provided for me Lodging and Diet, 
and by his Intereſt, with a Maſter of a Ship, 
bound for England, procured my Paſſage ; 
and bringing me on Ship board, he be- 
ſtowed, Wine, and Strong Waters on me, 
and at his return, gave ma eight Stivers, and 
commended me ta the Care of the Maſter of 
the Ship, who landed me Safe at Dower, 
from. whence L made a Shift to get to Lon- 
don, where. being, furniſhed. with Neceſſaries 
I came into the Country. | |

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when privately committed. The foul Cri- 
minal believes himſelf ſecure, becauſe there 
was no Witneſs of the Fact. Not conſider- 
ing that the all-ſceing Eye of Heaven, be- 
holds his concealed Iniquity, and by ſome 
Means or other bringing it to Light, never 
permits it to go unpuniſhed. - And indeed ſo 
certainly does the Revenge of God, purſue 
the abominated Murderer, that when Wit- 
neſſes are wanting of the Fact, the very 
Ghoft of the murdered Parties, cannot reſt” 
quiet in their Graves, till they have made 
the Detection themſelves. Of this we are 
now to give the Reader two remarkable 
Examples that lately happened in Tor ſbire; 
and no leſs Signals for the Truth of both 
Tragedies, as being confirmed by. the Trial 
of the Offenders, at the laſt Aﬀizes held for 
that County. The firft of theſe Murders 
was committed by William Rarwick, upon 
the Body of Mary Barwick his Wife at the 
ſame Time big with Child. What were 

the Motives that induced the Man to do- 
this horrid Fact, does not appear by the 
Examination of the Bvidence, or the Con- 
feſfion of the Party: Only it appeared upon 
his Trial, that he had got her wie Child

The Murder was committed on Palm- 
Monday, being then the Fourteenth of April, 
about two o Clock in the Afternoon, at 
which. Lime the ſaid Barwick having drilled. 
his Wife along, till he came to à certain 
Cloſe, within Sight of Gawood: Caſtie, where 
he found the Conyeniency of à Pond, he 
threw her by Force into the Water, and 
when ſne was drowned, and drawn forth 
again by himſelf, upon. the Bank of the 
Pond, had the Cruelty to behold the Motion 
of the Infant, yet warm in her Womb. 
This done, he concealed the Body, as it 
may readily be ſuppoſed, among the Buſhes, 
that uſually. encompaſs.a Pond, and the next

On Wedneſday the 
Sixteenth of September 169. The Criminal

Relations, 
Who was — Man of mort Penetration chan 
tthe reſt, began to ſuſpect Kis exceſſive 'Af- 
fliction, and by his Arguments drew'ariorher 
Gentleme * tr Was 210 nterefted im the 
Family Affairs, to be of His Opfrſon; where- 
upon Jaques Was apprehended on Suſpicion, 
and ſent to Priſon. Solitude and Confinement 
are often the Roads to Repentance and Con- 

feſſion; for the Varieties of the World bei 

no longer before them, Feople are in ſuc 
Caſes apt to retire into the Receſſes of their 
own Breaſts, and having no Avocations from 
. conſidering” how they have ſpent their former 
Years, the Reflection often extorts Truth, 
which would never be by any otlier Me:
